PRELIMINARY. 



1. The following Instructions relate to matters affecting the PrelimiDaTy. 
British Mercantile Marine. 

In framing them, the substance of those paits of the Merchant 

Shipping Acts which specially relate to the Consuls' duties has 

been extracted, and special directions, where the case admits of them, 

are given as to the details of the business to be transacted bj the 

, Consul, and as to the mode in which the powers vested in him 

: should be exercised. He will, however, remember that the 

■ Instructions do not dispense with the obligation under which he 

t lies of making himself acquainted with the Acts themselves. The 

\ Acts do not contain the whole law, written and unwi*itten, relating 

Vto British merchant ships and merchant seamen, but represent the 

[statute Law upon these subjects. The Common Law, except 

'where altered by Statute, remains still in force. 

2. The para^aphs in these Instructions are numbered for Explanation 
facility of reference, and marginal notes are added with references of Instructions. 
to the Acts of Parliament, Orders in Council, &>c. 

The Act referred to, if not otherwise specified, is the Act of 1854 
(17 & 18 Vict. c. 104), and where the marginal references contain 
the number of the section only the reference is to that Act. 

In the Appendix to the Instructions will be found various 
Forms to be used by the Consul. These forms, as well as those 
contained in the Schedule to the Act, and those mentioned in para- 
graphs 262 and 295, must be, strictly adhered to when the occasions 
for using them arise. 

The Consul will see that the woi-d ** Consular Officer " in the Act S. 2. 
includes Consul Greneral, Consul, Vice-Consul, and any person for 
the time being performing the duties of any of those officers. The 
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word Consul is used in the same manner in these Instructions 
which must, so far as concerns the relative position and duties 
of the officers above mentioned, be construed according to the 
regulations concerning the relations between them for the time 
being in force. The Consul will also see that throughout the 
Instructions the word " Seaman " is intended to include every 
person employed to serve in any capcunty on board ship, except 
Masters and Pilots.

BRITISH SHIPS. 
Ownership. 

3. The sole condition which is now required to entitle a ship to 
be a British ship is that she be owned bj persons who owe 
allegiance to the British Crown, and are subject to British law. 
These persons are defined to be, — 

(a.) Natural-born subjects, who have not sworn allegiance to any 
Foreign State, or who, having done so, have subsequently sworn 
allegiance to Her Majesty. 

{b.) Persons who have been made denizens or naturalized, and 
have subsequently sworn allegiance to Her Majesty. 

(c.) Bodies corporate, subject to the laws of, and having their 
principal place of business in, some part of Her Majesty's domi- 
nions. 

And with respect to natural-born subjects who have sworn 
allegiance to any Foreign State, and to persons who have been 
made denizens or natui-alized, it is required, as a further condition, 
that they shall either be resident in the British dominions, or 
members of a British factory, or partners in a house actually- 
carrying on business in the British dominions. 

4. For the purpose of ensuring compliance with the law, which 
defines the necessary conditions of British ownership, and also 
for the purpose of making correct entries in the Register Books 
of the particulars which constitute a title to shipping, certain 
declarations and certificates are required on the first registry of a 
ship, on transfers and transmissions of ships or shares in ships, 
and on transmission of interest in mortgages. Forms of these 
documents are contained in the Schedule to the Act, and are 
therein marked B., C, F., G., H., and L. They must, if made 
by persons resident in Her Majesty's dominions, be subscribed 
before the Registrar or some Justice of the Peace, as mentioned 
in the sections referred to in the margin ; but where they are to 
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be made in Foreign countries they may be made before a Consul, s. 81. 

Wh^i application is made to tbe Consul for this puipose, he will 

see that the document is in the proper form, and contains all the 

particulars required in each case ; he will point out to the parties 

the meaning of those statements which relate to their character 

as British subjects, and he will warn them that for any false 

statement on this point the declarant is guilty of a misdemeanor, 

and that the interest in respect of which the declaration is made 

is liable to forfeiture. He will himself witness and attest the g, 9^ ^^ g^ j^^^ 

document and afiix his Consular seal. If lie is aware that any Amendment 

statement in the document is false or erroneous, he will refuse to ^^{0^^ * 

attest it unless corrected ; and if he has reason to believe this to 

be the case, but has no means of satisfying himself on the point, 

he will, if the parties insist on signing the document, communicate 

hid suspicions to the Board of Trade. 

If in any case a declaration cannot be made in the form and S. 97. 
with the particulars required, the Consul will annex to it and sign 
a memorandum of the variation and of the reaons for it. 

The Consul will note, that in certain cases of inability, referred ^* ^^' 
to in the 99th section of the Act, certain persons are allowed to 
make declaratious on behalf of the parties principally interested. 



Begistry and Certificates of B^stry. 

6. For the purpose of ascertaining British ownership, and System of 
determining the right to use the British flag, as well as for other Registry, 
purposes Ship Registry is necessary. With the actual registering 
of Ships, however, except in the points referred to below, the 
Consul will have little to do : but his special attention is called 
to the means which the systemof Registry affords of distinguishing 
and identifying a British Ship ; and his attention is also called to 
the rule, that with the exceptions mentioned in pamgraphs 2. and 
3. of S. 19. of the Act, no ship is entitled to the privileges of a 
British Ship unless duly registered. 

Ships registered before the 1st May 1854 are not required 
by the Act to be registered anew, but every registration of a ship 
since that date, whether the ship has been previously registered 
under the old law or not, is subject to the new law. 

e. The law requires the following particulars before registry t Particulars re- 
Her name must be marked on each of her bows, and her name quired by S. 3, 
and the name of her port of registry must be marked on her stern, ,gyg* ^ * 
on a dark ground in white or yellow letters, or on a light ground 
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in black letters, such letters to be of a len^h not less than four 
inches, and of proportitmate breadth : 

Her official number and the number denoting her registered 
tonnage mast be cut in on her main beam : 

A scale of feet denoting her draught of water must be marked 
on each side of her stem and of her stem post in Roman captal 
letters or in figures, not less than six inches in length, the lower 
line of such letters or figures to coincide with the draught line 
denoted thereby. Such letters or figures must be marked by 
being cut in and painted white or yellow on a dark ground, or in 
such other way as the Board of Trade may from time to time 
approve. 

The Board of Trade may, however, exempt any class of ships 
from these requirements or any of them. 

If the scale of feet showing the ship's draught of water is in 
any respect inaccurate, so as to be likely to mislead, the owner of 
the ship will incur a penalty not exceeding one hundred pounds. 

These marks must not be concealed or obliterated except for the 
purpose of escaping capture by an enemy ; nor may they be 
altered except in the manner and subject to the conditioos provided 
by the Merchant Shipping Acts. 

Yachts and pilot vessels are, among others, exempted from the 
requirements of having the name marked on each of the bows and 
of having a scale of feet marked on the stem and stern post, but in 
these vessels the other requirements' of the law are to be observed, 
viz., those that require the name and port of registry to be marked 
on the stem, and the official number and the number denoting the 
tonnage to be marked on the main beam, except in the case of 
yachts used for pleasure only, which, on special application in each 
case from the owner to the Board, may be exempted from the 
observance of the regulations requiring the name and port of 
registry to be marked on the stern upon proof to the Board's 
satisfaction that the owner is entitled to the privilege asked* for. 

Yachts of the following clubs have been exempted from the 
provisions as to having the name and port of registry marked on 
the stern, namely, Royal Yacht Squadron, Royal Cinque Ports 
Yacht Club, New Thames Yacht Club, Royal Albert Yacht Club, 
Royal Thames Yacht Club, Royal Alfred Yacht Club, Royal 
Ulster Yacht Club, Royal Welsh Yacht Club, Royal Victoria 
Yacht Club, Junior Thames Yacht Club, Royal Northern Yacht 
Club, Royal Western Yacht Club, Royal London Yacht Club, 
Prince of Wales Yacht Club, Royal Clyde Yacht Club, Royal 
Mersey Yacht Club, Royal Western Yacht Club of Ireland, Royal 
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Cornwall Yacht Club, Forth Yacht Club, Nova Scotia Yacht 
Squadron, Rojal Channel Islands Yacht Club, Royal Cork Yacht 
Club, Royal Dart Yacht Club, Royal; Eastern Yacht Club, Royal 
Harwich Yacht Club, Royal Irish Yacht Club, Royal Southampton 
Yacht Club, Royal Southern Yacht Club, Royal Yorkshire Yacht

Fishing vessels duly registered, lettered and numbered in pur- 
suance of the Sea Fisheries Act, 1868, will not be required to 
have their names and ports of registry so marked. 

Pilot vessels are similarly exempted. 

7. The Consul should at once report to the Board of Trade any § 3 ^^ g 
case in which there is reason to suppose that a British ship which Act, 1S73.

8. Every British ship will, when registered, receive a Certi- Certificate of

9. Certificates of Registry will be numbered in one perpetual Numbers of 
and consecutive series for all ships in the British Empire, and geffUt^*^^ 
each number when once given and placed on the Certificate 

will remain without change as long as the ship is in existence 
and continues to be a British ship. The Consul will, in men- 
tioning a ship in official letters and documents, always specify 
the name and port of registry, as well as the official number. 

10. It cannot be too strongly impressed ui>on the Consul that Character and 
a Geriifieate of Registry is not, under the Acts, any evidence of cS^^^of 
tide, and that althoi^h provision is made for having the names of Registry, 
the owners indorsed upon the Certificate whenever it is possible

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to do SO, yet it will very frequently happen that sales may have 
taken place, either at home or abroad, which cannot be indorsed 
upon the Certificate, and also that no mortgages will ever be 
officially indorsed upon it. Persons who wish to purchase or 
advance money on ships, must look for their title, not to the Certi- 
ficate of Registry, but either to the Book of Registry which is 
kept at the Port of Registry, or to the Certificates of Sale and 
Mortgage herein-after mentioned. 

S. 59. . The object of the Certificate of Registry is to show the national 

character of the ship, and if is only to be used for the lawful navi- 
gatian of the ship. It must therefore always remain with the ship 
so long as she remains a British ship, and must have the name of 
the master for the time being written or indorsed upon it. 

The Consul will have certain special duties connected with this 
document, which are as follows : —

S. 53. ship, notice is to be given as soon as possible to the Registrar of 

the Port of Registry ; and the Certificate of Registry, unless lost 
or destroyed, is to be returned to him. For this purpose it will be 
the Consul's dutj', whenever any such event takes place within his 
consulate, or whenever the master of any ship in respect of which any 
such event has happened an-ives within his consulate, to demand 
from him the Certificate of Registry, and to forward it, with a state- 
ment of the circumstances under which he has obtained it, to the 
Registrar of the Port of Registry. As the Certificate of Registry 
is a document proving nationality, it is most important that this 
provision should be strictly observed, in order to prevent the Cer- 
tificate from being improperly used ; and if the Consul should 
find any difiiculty in enforcing it, he will not fail to point out to 
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the ofiendiog parties that they are liable to a penalty of 100/., 
and to report the case to the Board of Trade. 

13. The provisions contained in the 6th section of the Merchant Provisional 
Shipping Act, 1873, apply only to British Porte of Registry, but ^^^^H*^ 
their spirit should be acted on by the Consul in any case in which ships, s. 6,

The Consul, No statutory 
however, has no staiiUary power to order a survey in any circum- P^®' ^ 
stances. The only authority competent to order a survey under the Par. 294. 
M.SA. is a Naval Court, This would not prevent a Consul from 
ordering a survey at the request of the owner, his master or other 
accredited agent, but in suQh cases the expense must be guaranteed.

Board of Trade. But he will not exercise the power of 

seizing the ship given him by the 52nd section of the Act, 

unless he has reason to believe that the offence is wilful and 

fraudulent, and that it is intended thereby to obtain means of 

committing piracy or of avoiding lawful capture by the cruisers 

of Her Majesty or of Her Allies in time of war, or of defrauding 

the Revenue, or of doing some other act manifestly contrary to 

public policy. (See paragraphs 20 to 22.) 

15. Under the Act of 1873 foreign ports, where Her Majesty Foreign Ports 
exercises jurisdiction, may be constituted ports of Registry, and ^^^h^^\ 
under an Order in Council of the 6th August 1874 Shanghai 1873.* * ' ' 
was constituted a foreign port of Registry for British Ships. 

16. A general Register is kept by the Registrar-General of General 
Shipping and Seamen, in which are entered, for reference, all Register, 
particulars concerning the titles to British ships wherever registered; 

but for the latest transactions in respect of the title to a ship 
reference is necessary to the Register Book kept at the Port of 
Registry. A list of the Ships whose Registers are cancelled will 
from time to time be sent to the Consul by the Registrar-General.

17. Certificates of British Ownership are issued by Consuls on 
the West Coast of Africa and by Her Majesty's Consul Greneral at 
Constantinople ; also on the East Coast of Africa by the Consul at 
Zanzibar to vessels conveying produce along the island coast. (For 
instructions to the Consuls on the subject see Appendices A. and B.)

spicuous part of his office. If he is informed that any British 
vessel hoists colours which are contrary to the Merchant Shipping 
Act, he will send or go on board, and will seize the pendant or 
colours so hoisted, and will for that purpose order the master to 
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haul them^dawn and ddiver them up to him. If the colours are 
delivered up, care should be taken that the person to whom they 
are delivered is able, if called on, to prove their identity, either 
by keeping them in his custody or putting some mark upon 
them. In every case of oflfence, the Consul will report the 
facts to the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, in order 
that the Admiralty may consider whether any further steps should 
be taken. In so doing, he will state the name. Port of Registry, 
official number, tonnage, and destination of the ship, the name 
of the master, and nature of the pendant or colours improperly 
carried, the names, addresses, and destinations of any persons 
who have been witnesses of the offence, and the steps taken by 
the Consul and the result, with any staten^ent or explanation 
given by the master. 

Simnkition or Ooneealment tuS National Character. 

20. It is, as already noticed, of the utmost importance that the Penalties for 
single remaining condition requisite to give to a ship the character tjon or^c^eal 
and privileges of a British ship should be strictly performed, and ment of 
it is also very important that the national character of a ship char^ter. 
should neither be falsely assumed nor unduly concealed ; so that 
on the one hand Her Majesty's Government may not be involved 
in any difficulties from claims to protection on the part of persons 
not intitled to use the British Flag, and so that on the other 
British ships may not, by concealing their national character, 
attempt to avoid obligations under which they are placed by 
British law. With a view of preventing these evils, the follow- 
ing offences are made punishable by forfeiture; that is to 
say: — 

(a.) Using the British flag and assuming the British character S. 103. 
on board any ship owned or partly owned by persons not duly 
qualified to own British ships, for the purpose of making the 
ship appear to be a British ship, unless the assumption is made 
dther for the purpose of escaping capture by an enemy, or by a 
£»reign ship of war in ex^cise of some belligerent right : 

(b.) Carrying or permitting to be carried on board a British 
ship any papers or documents, or doing or permittiqg anything 
to be done with respect to such ship, with intention to assume a 
foreign character, or to conceal the British character of the ship 
from any person entitled by law to inquire into the same : 

(c.) The acquisition as an owner by an unqualified person of S. 62, 63, 64. 
any interest in a ship assuming to be a British ship, except in 
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certain cases of descent and transmission, for wLich specia pro- 
vision is made in the Act :

Purchases^ Mortgages, Sales at Foreign Ports, and 
Provisional Certificates of Begistry. 

23. Persons qualified to own British ships may purchase Purchase of 
Foreign ships at a Foreign port. In such cases the ship cannot ^^*P® ^^ British 
be completely registered until she arrives at some port where Foreign Port 
there is a British Eegistrar ; but in order to prevent the incon- ^^d?^?'***^^* 
venience and dangers which would arise from the ship making a Certificate bv 
voyage without papers showing the national character, the Consul Consul, 
is enabled so grant a provisional Certificate, to remain in force 
until the expiration of six months, or until the arrival of the 
ship at some port having a British Eegistrar, whichever first 
happens. In granting this certificate be will attend to the fol- Form in 
lowing particulars : — Appendix D. 

He will require from the purchaser, or from the agent of the 
purchaser, a declaration containing a statement of the qualifica- 
tion of the purchaser, similar to those contained iu Forms B. or C. Forms B; or 
(as the case may be) in the Schedule to the Act, and containing J^' ]?^.^ ^ 
also such of the other particulars contained in those forms as can 
be obtained without requiring a new survey or measurement ; and 
this Declaration should, so far as possible, be in the same form, and 
be made with the same formalities and precautions, as declarations 
given for the purpose of the final registry of the ship, except that 
it must be marked ** Provisional.'* 
• He will then prepare a Certificate of Registry, adheiing as 
nearly as possible to the Form D. in the Schedule to the Act, ex- Form D. in 
cept that at the top must be written in large and conspicuous ^*^^-^"'^ *^ 
characters the word " Provisional," and that at the foot or in some 
conspicuous place must be added the words " This Provisional 
" Certificate of Registry continues in force only until the

doing he will endorse on the Certificate a statement of the Port of 
British Registry to which the ship is bound. 

He will warn the master and the purchaser or his agent, that 
the Provisional Certificate is only in force until the ship reaches 
the first port at which there is a British Registrar, or at the expi- 
ration of six months, whichever first happens, and that she must 
then be surveyed, measured, and completely registered. 

24. All Transfers of ships are made, not by indorsement 
on the Certificate of Registry, which, as mentioned above 
(paragraph 10), is not a document of title, but by entry 
in the register books. As, however, there are numerous cases 
in wliich an owner may desire to sell or mortgage his ship 
when away from the port of registry, the following plan is 
adopted : — 

25. The owner will obtain from the Registrar at the port of 
registry a Certificate containing a power to sell or mortgage the 
ship. This document will be in the form M. or N. in the Schedule 
to the Act (as the case may be) ; it will contain the names and 
descriptions of the persons by whom, and the limits of time within 
which it is to be exercised, and the place or places (if it is 
intended to fix the place) at which it is to be exercised, and also 
in cases of mortgage the maximum amount of charge to be created, 
if it is intended to &x a maximum, and in cases of sale the 
minimum amount of purchase money, if it is intended to fix a 
minimum. These pi^rticulara will, when the Certificate is given, 
be entered in the Register Book, so that persons at home, pur- 
chasing or advancing money on the ship will have full notice of all 
sales or incumbrances made under the Certificate whilst the ship is 
abroad. Mortgages and sales duly made in exercise of the powers 
thus given will have just the same effect as if they had been made 
in the Register Book, viz., they will give a good title, except 
against persons of whose prior claims the purchaser or mortgagee 
has actual notice. Mortgages and Sales made under common 
Powers of Attorney are not absolutely prohibited, but they will 
have no validity against sales or mortgages made under Certificates 
abroad, or by entry in the Register Book at the Port of Registry, 
and those who take under them will therefore do so at their own 
risk. 

Duty of Consul 26. The duty of the Consul in respect of mortgages to be made

He will record upon the Certificate the particulars of the Form M. in 
Mortgage, in the form given in the note to form M. in the Schedule to 
Schedule, or as near thereto as may be, taking care in no case to 
state unnecessary particulars, or to encumber the Certificate with 
anything but the bare terms of the Mortgage ; and he will sign the 
record and affix his Consular seal. 

{d.j He will be careful to make this record as soon as the Certi- 
ficate is produced to him for the purpose, and to insert the day and 
hour on which it is done. 

(e.) If tw6 or more Mortgages are produced to him for indorse- 
ment, he will record them in the order in which they are produced, 
whatever may be their respex3tive dates.

Certificate of ^®^^ h&Ye to deal with transfers to foreigners, as the Act does not 
require him to take any part in transfers made at a foreign port under 
these Certificates to British subjects. In cases of such last-men- 
tioned transfers the ship must be registered anew ; and for this 
purpose the Certificate of Sale, accompanied by the Bill of Side, 
and the proper declarations, should be transmitted to the Registrar 
at the port of registry and, when possible, by thft Consul. 

In cases of sale to foreigners the Consul will see that the 
Certificate of Sale is in the form and contains the particulars 
required by the Act, and that it is signed by the Registrar at the 
port of registry. 

He will see that the proposed sale is in accordance with the 
terms of the Certificate, and that the person or persons exercising 
the power is or are the person or persons named in the Certificate, 
and he will warn the purchaser that unless this is so his title will 
not be good. He will require to be produced to him the Bill of 
Sale by which the ship is transferred, the Certificate of Sale, and 
the Certificate of Registry, and will retain the Certificates of 
Sale and Registry ; he will then indorse on both of such Certifi- 
cates the fact of the sale, stating shortly the name and description 
of the transferree. He will then forward these Certificates by the 
first opportunity to the Registrar of the port at which the ship 
was registered. He will warn the parties that unless the Certifi- 
cates of Sale and Registry are produced to him, as above men- 
tioned, the sale will be invalid, and the purchaser will acquire no 
title.

31. In order to enable persons who have granted Certificates of 
Sale and Mortgage to revoke them, provision is made to enable 
the registered owner of any ship for which a Certificate of sale or 
Mortgage has been granted, to require the Registrar by whom the 
same was granted to give notice to the Consul at the place where 
the power given by the Certificate is to be exercised that the 
Certificate is revoked. In such cases the Registrar will give such 
notice by a document in the Form O. in the Schedule to the Act, 
signed by him and addressed to the Consul. The Consul on re- 
ceiving such notice will immediately record it, staling the day and 
hour of the receipt of the notice and of the record ; and if the 
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Certificate of Sale or Mortgage is produced to him, will acquaint 
all the parties producing such Certificate, or proposing to deal 
thereunder, that he has received such notice, and will show it to 
them, and will warn them that no dealing under the Certificate 
subsequent to the date of the record will be valid. The Consul 
will also immediately upon the receipt of any such notice write to 
the Registrar from whom it comes, and inform him whether the 
powers given by the Certificate have previously been exercised. 

32. The Consul will warn the parties to these transactions that Instrumeots 
Bills of Sale and Mortgages will be valid and sufficient if made in fo^s^E^and I 
the forms contained in Forms E. and I. in the Schedule to the Act, giveu in 

or as near thereto as circumstances permit, and that lengthy legal ^^^^^ule 
documents are an unnecessary expense and inconvenience, and 
may prove otherwise prejudicial. 

33. For the purpose of recording transactions in ships under Book to be 
the above-mentioned provisions, the Consul will keep a book, in p^ticuLrs. ^^ 
which he will record, in order, every Mortgage, Transfer of a 
Mortgage, and Discharge of a Mortgage, and every Sale made 

before him, stating the date and hour^ the names and addresses of 
the pau*ties, the name, official number, and port of registiy of the 
ship, the consideration paid or advanced, and in case of a mortgage 
the interest He will also record in the same book any revocation 
of a certificate of sale or mortgage, as directed in paragraph 31, 
and will allow any person to inspect this book at all reasonable 
hours.

34^ The Consul's duties under this head are very onerous and General duties 
important. Under the Acts many special functions and powers ^ ^^egards the 
are committed to him, as mentioned in the following instructions : British Ships. 
but he will remember that, independently of these special duties, 
he is looked upon as the representative of British law in his Con- 
sulate ; that his position is one the authority and functions of which 
it is impossible to define with the same strictness as those of public 
officers acting within the British dominions ; that he will fre- 
quently be appealed to as an arbitrator ; and that upon his patience, 
judgment and temper in settling differences which may arise 
amongst the crews of Merchant ships, must often depend the 
welfare and safety of many important lives, and of much valuable 
property.

General Cognizance by Consul of Masters and Crews, 
and steps to be taken on their arrival. 

85. The Masters and crews of British ships arriving at the port 
willy in most cases, even if the masters do not for other reasons 
wait upon the Consul, be brought under his cognizance by some 
one of the following provisions : — 

36. The Masters of all ships (except those whose business 
for the time being is to carry passengers) which arrive at. his port, 
and remain there for 48 hours are bound within that time to 
deliver to him the agreement with the crew, and the indentures 
and assignments of the apprentices on board. These he is to 
keep during the ship's stay in port, to make upon the agreement 
the indorsements mentioned in the paragraphs below, and if there 
has been any neglect of the law, an indorsement^ containing a 
statement thereof. At a reasonable time before the departure of 
the ship he is to add a certificate stating ^^hen the documents were 
delivered to and returned by him, and stating also the time at 
which the ship first entered the port, and to return the documents 
to the Master. In malting these several indorsements the Consul 
may include them in one statement, signing it once only. If he 
becomes aware of any transgression of the law by the Master, or 
if in any case the above documents are not duly delivered to him, 
•he is, by the first opportunity, to report the facts to the Registrar- 
General of Seamen. 

Pleasure yachts are exempted from the above provisions. 

37. In making the indorsements above mentioned, the Consul 
will remember that he is responsible for the correctness of the 
statements they contain, and is bound to satisfy himself by inquiry 
of their truth. 

37a. In interpreting the words ** Ships whose Business for the 
Time being is to carry Passengers," it is impossible to lay down 
any definite rule, and the matter must be left to the Consul's 
discretion. Vessels with a Passenger Certificate, and specially 
fitted and arranged to carry passengers, like those belonging to 
regular Passenger lines, should be exempted, although they have but 
few passengers actually on board ; and on the other hand vessek 
whose ordinary and principal employment is to carry cargo, should 
not be exempted because they may have a few passengers on board. 
All steamers are now allowed to carry 12 passengers without a 
Passenger Certificate. 
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•88; Anj seaman or apprentice who desires to make complaint Complaints to 
to the Consul, is to be permitted to go ashore in proper custody^ g ^g 
to make such complaint, under a penalty of ten pounds on the 
Master if, without reasonable cause, he refuses to allow it. 

39. In addition to the general power of complaining to a Consul, Power of sea- 
mentioned above (paragraph 38), power is given to any three or ^i^^ ^^ 
more of the crew of a British ship to complain to a Consul that provisions 
the provisions or water for the use of the crew are of bad quality, s°221**^*^ 
unfit for use, or deficient in quantity. Upon any such complaint 

being made, the Consul will, unless he is satisfied that it is 
frivolous or vexatious, have the provisions or water examined. 
K the result of the examination is such as to satisfy him that the 
complaint is well founded, he will cause a notice in writing under 
the hand of the person making the examination to be given to the 
master of the ship, specifying the particulars in which the provi- 
sions or water are found to be bad, unfit, or deficient, and requiring 
the master to provide proper provisions, or water, or to make 
up the quantity, as the case may require, and giving him notice 
that if he fails to do so, he will be liable to a penalty of 20/. If, S. 222. 
on the other hand, the result of the examination shows that 
there was no reasonable ground for the complaint, each of the 
parties complaining will be liable to forfeit to the owner one 
week's wages, and of this the Consul should apprise the com- 
plainants when the complaint is first made. Whenever any such 
examination as aforesaid has been made, the Consul will enter in 
the Official Logbook the result of the examination, and will also 
send to the Board of Trade a report containing the names of the 
complainant, • the particulars of the complaint, an account of the 
examination, and of the result thereof, and of the steps, if any, 
thereupon taken by the master ; such report to be signed by the 
Consul, and sealed with his official seal. The Consul will be 
particularly careful and accurate in framing this report, as it may 
be produced in evidence in subsequent legal proceedings instituted 
either against the master for the penalty, or for the allowances 
mentioned in the 223d section of the Act, or upon a question as 
to forfeiture of wages under the 222d section. 

40. In any case where the Consul has reason to suspect that Power of 
any provisions of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, or any law *g^?^'*^* 
eoB^eming sesunen or navigation, are not complied with, he may 
rsqmpe t^e Owner, Master, or any of the Crew of any British 

fiiiip to produce' any Official Logbooks or other documents 
relating to the crew ; he may call for a list of the crew ; he may 
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take copies of the documents ; he may muster the crew ; and he 
may require the Master to give any explanation concerning the 
documents ; and any person disobeying is liable to a penalty not 
exceeding 20/.

41. If there is any epidemic disease raging at the place, or if 
there are any disturbances or other causes making it unsafe or 
improper for British ships to enter into the port, or stay there, 
the Consul will take such means as he can to warn the Masters, 
on their arrival, of the danger. 

Notice of 42. The Consul will, so far as in his power, make known to 

Local Regula- British Masters the various Local Eegulations to which they may 
be subject on their entry, or during their stay in port, and will 
assist them in compljiug with such Regulations, so that on the 
one hand the Local Laws may be obeyed, and so that on the other 
British Masters may not be subjected to unnecessary incon- 
venience. 

Eegisterbook 43. The Consul will keep a Register of all British ships 
of ships cmning coming to his pert, with the particulars and in the form in 
Form in Appendix F., together with any other particulars he may think it

44. The Consul's attention is specially called to the importance 
of furnishing all the particulars required by the Form C. 19a, 
which, should be transmitted to the Register General of Shipping 
and Seamen, Custom House, London, E.C., bj/ the first mail 
after any entries are recorded. And in order to see that none of 
the lists have miscanied, the entries should be numbered con- 
secutively, beginning on the 1st January in each year with No. 1, 
and the numbers should be continued throughout all the returns 
until the end of the year (e.^., if the last number in January list 
is 54, the first entry in the February list should commence with 
55, and so on).

As the Colonial Certificates of Competency referred to are to 
have the same force as the similar certificates granted by the Board 
of Trade in the United Kingdom, they must be accepted as occu- 
pying in every respect the place of the latter, and as entitling their 
bon^ fide holders to act in the capacities stated on them, or in any 
inferior (but not superior) capacity, in any British Ship, all over 
the world without the possession of a Board of Trade Certificate. 

Colonial Certificates must be used, produced, and delivered at 
the times and on the occasions at and on which Imperial 
Certificates of Competency must be used, produced, and delivered.

46. Consular officers are empowered by the Order in Council 
under which these Certifieates have been recognised, to demand, 
and if necessary detain, any such Colonial Certificate which they 
have 'reason to believe has been improperly issued, or has been 
forged, altered, cancelled, or suspended, or to which the person 
using it is not justly entitled. 

Whenever this power is exercised a report of the fac*ts and 
circumstances must be sent by the Consul, with the least possible 
delay, to the Board of Trade and to the G-overnment of the Pos- 
session in which the Certificate was originally granted or may 
purport to have been granted. 

As the withdrawal of a Certificate would in some cases entail 
inconvenience, not only upon its possessor but also upon the owners 
of the ship and cargo, it is scarcely necessary to caution Consuls 
that the exercise of the power should only be resorted to when the 
evidence is perfectly clear, and if the ship is bound to the United 
Kingdom, and the report above mentioned has been sent to the 
Possession, the Board of Trade should nevertheless be informed of 
the facts. 

Every case of death of a Colonial Certificate-holder which may 
come to the Consul's knowledge should be reported, and the certi- 
ficate, if it has come into the Consul's Possession, forwarded to the 
Government of the Possession by which it was granted, without 
delay. 

47. It will be noticed that these Certificates will be liable to can- 
cellation and suspension in precisely the same way as Certificates 
granted by the Board of "Trade under the Merchant Shipping Acts, 
and by the same Boards, Courts, and Tribunals. The provisions 
of **The Merchant Shipping Act, 1854," and "The Merchant 
Shipping Act Amendment Act, 1862," as to Naval Courts will, 
therefore, be applicable to the Colonial Certificates in question, 
except so much of the third paragraph of the 23rd section of 
" The Merchant Shipping Act Amendment Act, 1862," as 
requires at the condusion of a case relating, to the cancelling or 
suspending of a Certificate, such Certificate, if eancelled or sus- 
pended to be forwarded to the Board of - Trade> and the whole of 
the pro¥isi<m8 of the fourth, paragraph of the same section. 

48. The Order in Council ftirther provides that the cancellation or 
suspension of a Certificate shall involve cancellation or suspension 
of all the other Certificates (if any) possessed by its owner. "With 
the view of carrying this Regulation strictly into effect, it will be 
desirable that the Court should endeavour to ascertain, and should 
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sjiecif J in their decision ijie parUcnlars of all the Certificates 
possessed by any person whose conduct is the subject of an inves- 
tigation bj them. 

In cases of cancellation and suspension of such Colonial Certi- 
ficates, copies of the report of the Court and of the evidence, 
together with the respective Certificates, should be sent to the 
Governments of the British Possessions by whom the several 
Certificates possessed by the offender were originally granted. A 
full report upon the case and the evidence should, at the same 
time, be sent to the Board of Trade, as required by the Act, and 
the sentence, giving the number of each Certificate dealt with, 
and the name of the Possession in which it was granted, should be 
mentioned in it. 

40. These instructions must be understood as having reference Instructions

Engagement of Seamen. 

General, 

60. Whenever a seaman is engaged in any British ship in any A^rreements 
port where there is a Consul, the sanction of the Consul must be ^^J^^Seamen. 
obtained ; the Consul must cause the agreement to be read over Appendix G. 
and explained to the seaman, or otherwise ascertain that the sea- 
man understands it before he signs it. The seaman must then 

sign it in the Consul's presence, or, if he cannot write, must make 
his mark. In no case is any other person to be allowed to sign or 
make a mark for him. The Consul must attest the signature and 
indorse on the agreement a statement in the form in Appendix G. 
The Consul will pay particular attention to this part of his duty, 
as very great evils and inconveniences are found to arise from the 
&ct that men are engaged in foreign ports through the medium of 
private shipping agents, and oflben without any knowledge of the 
terms on which they are engaged or the service required from them. 

61. The Consul should, if he have any suspicion that a seaman is False state- 
making a false statement as to his own name or that of his last ship, ^^^ ^y 
warn him that a wilful false statement of either will render him Dame, &c. 
liable to a penalty of five pounds, to be deducted from his wages. S. 255. 

The Consul should ask each seaman to produce his dis<^harge ' 
from his last ship.

Competency or Service relate only to cases in which ships go to 
sea from ports in the United Kingdom, and the Consnl cannot 
enforce the engagement of Certificated Officers. When, however, 
a Master, Mate, or Engineer holds a Certificate of Competency or 
Sendee, it should be produced to the Consul, and the number of it 
should be inserted opposite the name of the possessor in any form 
in which his name aiq;>eai*8 ; and whenever he does not hold one 
he should be reminded of the provisions of s. 136 of '^ The Mer* 
chant Shipping Act, 1854," and s. 5 of '^ The Merchant Shipping 
Act Amendment Act, 1862," which would be enforced if the ship 
at any time in the course of the voyage should go to sea from 
the United Kingdom, 

62. Certificates of Competency of equal validity with those 
issued by the Board of Trade are issued in certain of the Colonies. 
For particulars of these Certificates see paragraphs 45 to 48. 

68. Any apprentices destined for the voyage must be in atten* 
dance ; their indentures must be produced to the Consul, and the 
apprentice's name, with the date of his indenture, and the name of 
the port where it is registered^ must be entered on the Agreement. 

64. In settling the Agreement, it will be the Consul's duty to 
object to the insertion of any stipulation which he considers con- 
trary to the Act of Parliament ; but he has no legal power to 
prevent the insertion of any stipulation which the Master and 
crew voluntarily and knowingly choose to adopt. 

66. One matter of very great importance to the parties them- 
selves is a proper description of the limits and nature of the^ 
intended voyage. 

Difficulties firequently arise between masters and crews of 
British Merchant Vessels owing to the indefiniteness of the wording 
of their Agreements. 

The following is quoted as an example :— • 

** From Cork to Shields and from thence to Constantinople or 
<* any other Port or Ports in the Mediterranean Sea, Sea of Azov, 
** or Black Sea, or wherever freight may offer for the ship, and 
" back to a Port of Call for orders if required ; from thence to a 
" Port of final discharge in the United Kingdom, or , 

" expected term of service not to exceed 18 months." 

It is obvious that all Articles of Agreement ought to be as 
explicit and as free from doubt as possible. When this is not so 
the intention of the 149th clause of the Merchant Shipping Act, 
1854, is defeated, and both owners, masters, and crews are exposed 
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to inconveniencey delay, an<I litigation. Consuls should therefore 
point out to Masters the import&nce of making the exact nature 
of an Agreement obvious on the face of it, and the impolicy of 
inserting such vague phrases as " wherever freight may offer for 
the fhipf** or ** expected term of service,** 

66. A stipulation is sometimes inserted in Agreements to the Stipulations in 
effect iiiat the crew may be discharged at some port on the con- ^f!^™®"il 
tinent of Em*ope, and some misunderstanding has prevailed as to discharged 
the effect of such stipulations. Masters should be made to under- abroad, 
stand that it does not enable them to discharge their crews in a 
Foreign Port without the sanction of the Consul, or relieve them 
from the necessity of providing the men with a passage home. 
Seamen should be made to understand that in the event of their 
being discharged abroad under such a stipulation, they will in all 
probability not be held entitled to wages for any time subsequent 
to their discharge. 

66a. It is not an uncommon practice to conclude the wording of a « Continent of 
Ship's Agreement with a Clause to the following effect : " to be Europe." 
" discharged at a final Port in the United Kingdom or Continent 

" of Europe ; term of service not to exceed months ;'* the 

words " Continent of Europe ** being used to signify that part 
only of the Continent which is within the Home Trade limits, i.e., 
between the River Elbe and Brest inclusive. 

This irregular use of the phrase " Continent of Europe *' to 
denote only a certain portion thereof is inadvisable, and liable 
to <»reate difficulties, as, for instance, if a ship should discharge 
caigo on the Continent at a port outside the aforesaid Home 
Trade limits, the crew might cause difficulties by demanding their 
discharge immediately upon arrival at that port, even though the 
maximum time limit had not been reached. Consuls should, 
therefore, point out to Masters of British Ships who may desire 
to make an Agreement of this nature, the importance of inserting 
the wOTds " between the River Elbe and Brest inclusive " after 
the vague term " Continent of Europe," and also of inserting in 
all cases a time limit. 

66^. A case occurred in which the Master of a vessel brought a An instance

These reasons were considered insufficient to inyalidate the con- 
tract between the Master and his seamen ; but^ in order to^oard 
against similar objections being taken in future. Consuls should 
take care that Articles of Agreement opened at their Consulates 
are made out strictly in accordance with the requirem^its of 
section 149 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854. 

Payment of 67. The attention of seamen should be called to the consequences 

Ih^iS ^ ^^ ^^^ Agreements which contain provisions for the payment 

of their wages (in the event of their being discharged abroad) at 
2k fixed rate of exchange, calculated to make the sum payable less 
than it would be, according to the actual rate of exchange. 

The provisions in questions are generally worded as fdllows : — 

Any member of the crew paid off (abroad) to be paid at the 

rate of 2«. or (2«. 3cf.) the rupee ; or 4«. 2d. (or 4«. 6c?.) the 

dollar. 

This practice is now becoming very common, especially in the 

trade with India and the United States, and the result is invariably 

that seamen who are discharged abroad get Itjss than they would 

if discharged at home. 

The following table shows the actual loss so incurred by certain 
seamen discharged from a British ship at Bombay : —

Seamen have a right to be paid in sterling, or at a rate which 
would purchase them at the port of discharge the amount of 
sterling due to them, so that they should not be losers bj being 
paid in a foreign currency. 

This caution equally implies to vessels bound to all foreign 
countries where the terms of their agreement provide for the pay- 
ment of wages in any foreign currency. 

In passing sums charged in the accounts of wages for advances Advances 
of cash during the voyage, the Consul should remember that ^de during 
masters are only entitled to charge according to the current rate of 
exchange, on the day of the advance, at the Port where it was made. 

68. The Consul must see that the Agreement is properly settled Settlement of 
in duplicate, that the description of the crew {specifying how :^S^^^^^ • 
many are sailors) is properly entered, that the successive folios, 

if more than one, are properly numbered, that the blanks are 
properly filled up, and that the reference, if any, to the sanctioned 
regulations as to fines is properly made. 

When the agreement is settled, and before it is signed, the S. 150. 
Ccmsul must read it over to the crew, or cause it to be read over 
to them in his presence, and explain it if necessary. 

69. The Master must then sign the Agreement and the Dupli- Signing Agree-

In cases when duplicates of the Agreements are forwarded to 
the Registrar General <^ Seamen, it will not be necessary to enter 
any particulars in the Form C I9a. bejond the name of the ship, 
and tl» date wheaa. the Bc^cate Agreement was sent to him. 

70. The Consul's duty with respect to advances of wages will 
be confined to seeing that any stipulations for advances are entered 
in the Agreement. 

71. On the other hand, as power is given to sue summarily 
upon Allotment Notes, which are required to be in the sanctioned 
Form, if the Master has a proper Authority for giving Allotment 
Notes to the crew (Form V.), the Consul will see that the Allot- 
ment N btes are properly filled up, that the counterfoils are made 
to correspond, and that the particulars are entered in the Agree- 
meut. The Allotment Notes may be delivered to the crew at 
once. 

72. Every erasure, interlineation, or alteration in any Agree- 
ment with seamen (except additions so made as directed by the 
Act for shipping substitutes or persons engaged subsequently to 
the first departure of the i^p) will be wholly inoperative, unless 
certified to have been made with the consent of all the persons 
interested in such erasure, interlineation, or alteration, by the 
written attestation (if made in Her Majesty's dominions) of some

80. Any Master or ot)ier person belonging to anj British ship 
vrho wrongfully forces en shore and leaves behind^ or otherwise 
wrongfully and wilfully leaves behind, any seamen, is guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and it will be the Consul's duty to report to the 
Board of Trade any such wrongful and wilful acts. 

81. Whenever the Master of any British ship proposes to 
discharge or leave behind in any foreign port any person 
belonging to his ship, he must apply to the Consul. The Consul 
will then examine into the grounils of the proposed discharge, 
or into the grounds on which the man is to be left behind, 
and may, if he thinks it necessary, administer oaths for that 
purpose. 

82. In considering the propriety of granting or withholding 
this sanction, the Consul will remember that the discharge cannot 
lawfully be effected without the consent of the man who is to be 
discharged, unless he is removed from the ship by order of a 
Naval or other legally constituted Court 

83. In cases where the application is by the seaman, and the 
ground alleged is ill-treatment or breach of agreement by the 
Master, or danger on board, the Consul must also be guided by 
his discretion ; but he will remember that the case must be of a 
very grave character, and very distinctly proved, in order to 
entitle a seaman to his discharge before his contract is completely 
performed. 

84. In cases where the ground of the proposed discharge is 
unfitness or inability to proceed on the voyage, the Consul will 
not grant his certificate unless he is satisfied that the man is in 
reality unable through illness to do his duty on board, or would 
be in danger or a cause of danger to others were he to proceed, 
and that there is no reasonable prospect of his recovering in 
time to continue the voyage.

86. If the Consul is not so satisfied, he should before sanction- 
ing the discharge require the production of a certificate from an 
unbiassed medical practitioner, stating that the seaman's health 
or the health of those on board requires his removal from the ship.

107. When the Agreements in respect of British Ships, with the 
exceptions mentioned in the following paragraph, are terminated 
abroad, it is important that the Articles of Agreement, whether 
made in the United Kingdom or not, and the Official Log Book 
for the voyage then terminated, with the memorandum annexed 
to the Form of Receipt Dis. 2 herein-after mentioned, should be 
forwarded to the Registrar General of Seamen, London, by the 
earliest mail after the completion of the discharge of the crew. 

The Consul is therefore requested to obtain from the masters all 
such Agreements and Official Log Books, and to transmit them 
accordingly, except in the cases of such Colonial vessels as may 
flat have opened their Agreements in the United Kingdom^ and 
have not touched at a port in the United Kingdom since the 
Agreement was opened. In these latter cases the Ship's papers 
should be sent to the Shipping Master at the Colonial Port to 
which the ship belongs, provided they can be sent free of charge 
to the Imperial Government, but full particulars respecting the 
crew should be entered in the Form C. ]9a^ forwarded to the 
Registrar General of Seamen. 
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The Consul should take care that blank leaves of Official Log 
Books are not removed^ as has sometimes been the practicei with 
a view to save postage. 

108. In all cases of Agreements terminated abroad, when the Beceipt to be

As the Beceipt so given will, upon the Ship's arrival in the 
United Kingdom, be exchangeable for a Clearance Certificate, care

a. That every seaman or apprentice who has been on the 
Articles at any time since the commencement of the Agreement 
is properly discharged (see paragraph 81) or accounted for. 

b. That the wages and effects of all the seamen who have died 
in the course of the voyage are legally accounted for, and that any 
money due to their estates and not already paid over to an officer 
entitled to receive it, also any effects remaining unsold, are deli- 
vered into the Consul's charge (see paragraph 159, &c.). 

c. That the entries in the Official Log Book are properly made 
and signed, and if any of them are imperfect, the Master's attention 
is called thereto. 

d. That the provisions of the Merchant Shipping Act, and the 
instructions to Consuls, in all other respects are duly complied 
with, especially those which relate to the employment, passage 
home, and wages of seamen (see paragraph 76).

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its operation. All British subjects who are in distress in a 
foreign country after being engaged in a ship belonging to 
that country are so excluded. For instance, a British 
subject left behind in Germany from a German ship should 
be relieved, if necessary, by the British Consul, and not by 
the German authorities. 
5. Foreign subjects who have been engaged in British merchant 
ships or in her Majesty's ships, except those who are 
to be relieved by their own Governments.* 
British subjects, being seamen, requiring relief, whose last 
service at sea was in foreign vessels, should, if they have a right 
to relief, under agreement, from the Governments of the countries 
to which the vessels belong, be referred by the Consul to the 
Consuls or other official representatives of such Governments, and 
in any case in which the Consul may find it necessary to afford 
relief provisionally, application for the payment of the expenses 
so incurred should be made to the foreign official who may sub- 
sequently take charge of the seamen. 

If no such reference to a foreign official be practicable, it will be 
the Consul's duty to afford all necessary relief, and to forward a 
report of the case, together with a statement of the expenses 
incurred, to the Board of Trade.* 

In affording relief under the terms of the international agree- 
ments referred to, the Consul must be careful to do so in strict 
conformity to the conditions contained therein. 

Limit of time. 112. If six months have elapsed since a seaman left his last ship 
he ceases to be a distressed seaman within the meaning of these 
instructions and is entitled to no relief whatever. Relief, how- 
ever, may be extended to any seaman beyond this period provided 
that he came in charge either of the Consul or the local autho- 
rities within those -six months, for such period as he remains con- 
tinuously in the Consul's charge beyond this limit. • 

Stowaways. 113. Stowaways and other persons not on the Articles of a ship 

left in distress at the Consul's port are not entitled to relief as 
distressed seamen unless they have been employed or engaged by 
or on behalf of the permanent or temporary owner of the ship, in 
some capacity on board the ship leaving them behind.

deemed to be "hurt or injury in the service of the ship," and 
this should hold good whether at the time he received the injury 
he was engaged in the performance of some specific duty, or 
whether at the moment he may not have been actually at work. 
It should further hold good, even if the hurt or injury occurs 
through his own fault. If, however, a seaman be on shore 
and not on ship's business when the accident happens, it should 
not be so considered. In the case of injury received through 
illness there will be more difficulty. There is a decision by the 
Queen's Bench Division, consisting of the late Lord Chief Justice 
Cockbum and Mr. Justice Lush, in which lasting injury caused 
by illness due to poisonous provisions supplied to the crew of the 
" Crown Prince " was held to be injury in the service of the ship. 
When, therefore, very serious illness is directly traceable to the 
default of the owner or master in not supplying proper or sufficient 
food, water, accommodation, medicines, or antiscorbutics (see para- 
graphs 94 to 155), 'the Consul should treat it as injury in the 
service of the ship. In doubtful cases the Consul should, as regards 
reductions from seamen's wages, be guided by paragraph 101, and 
should send full particulars to the Board of Trade with his 
accounts in order that they may decide as to applying to owners 
for the recovery of expenses. 

119. In cases of shipwreck of British vessels, where the Master 
or crew apply to the Consul for assistance while engaged in 
remaining by the wreck for the preservation of the property or for 
the collection and disposal of the materials and stores, they are, 
while so employed, not to be considered as distressed seamen.

130. Seamen discharged under S. 205 (see paragraphs 75, &c.) 
are not distressed seamen, and if sent home should be sent home 
at ordinary third class fares. 

131. As soon as an opportunity offers, and it can be safely done, 
seamen in receipt of relief from the Consul who are unable to 
ship or to find employment, are to be sent to the United Kingdom, 
or elsewhere, as the case may require. 

132. For this purpose a British ship wanting men is to be 
preferred, so that they may, if able, work their passage home. 
The Consul will ascertain the want of men by reference to the 
number of her original crew appearing on the agreement. If such 
a ship can be found, they should, if fit for it, be entered upon the 
articles of the ship as part of her crew. If there is no ship 
wanting men at the place, and no immediate prospect of finding 
ships or permanent employment for the men, they are to be scint 
as supernumeraries in any British ship; so, however, that no 
one ship be required to take more than one supernumerary for 
every 50 tons of her registered tonnage. 

133. The Consul will indorse upon the agreement of the ships 
in which men are sent home the name of each man put on board, 
specifying the day he embarks ; and will also fill up, sign, and 
deliver to the Master of the vessel an order in the Form C. 16. 

134. The Consul is not to pay Masters of merchant vessels 
bringing home distressed seamen, but is to inform them that upon 
their arrival at any port in the United Kingdom they are to 
deliver the aforesaid order to the Superintendent of the Mer- 
cantile Marine Office, properly filled up, who will pay them at 
the rate authorised by the Board of Trade for every man brought 
home in excess of the number of the crew with which the vessel 
last left the United Kingdom. 

136. Columns are provided in the Form, in which the Consul

be entitled to reimbursement. He will also point out that the 
men sent home are subject to the same rules of discipline as the 
crew. 

143. As without proper evidence no prosecution can be instituted 
with success against a Master of a merchant ship for refusing to 
take a seaman on board for a passage to a British port, as required 
by sections 211 and 212 of the M. S. A., 1854, the Consul is in all 
cases of such refusal to send to the Board of Trade a certified copy 
of the Form C. 16, addressed by him to the Master, or the original 
form, and any correspondence or documents also in original relating 
to the subject, and is also to see that the distressed seaman himself 
is present when the requisition is delivered to the Master, and is 
to desire him immediately upon his arrival at a pojt in this 
country, to present himself to the Registrar General of Seamen if 
that port is London, or, if elsewhere, to the Superintendent of the 
Mercantile Marine Office. The Consul will also give the seaman 
a letter addressed to the Secretary of the Board of Trade, con- 
taining a statement of the circumstances of the case, to be deli- 
vered to the Registrar General of Seamen^ or Superintendent, as 
the case requires; on the outside of the letter is to-be written a 
direction instructing the beafrer to leave his address with the 
Registor General or Superintendent^ and a duplicate of the letter 
is to be sent to the Board of Trade by the Consul, with the original 
requisition, &c. above referred to. 

144. Whenever there are no Biitish merchant vessels in which 
distressed seamen can be sent to the United Kingdom or to the 
British Possession to which they belong, and the Consul thinks it 
desirable, in order to avoid expense, to engage a passage for them 
in foreign merchant vessels, he may do so, on the best terms he 
can. He should avoid, if practicable, making any payment before- 
hand for such passage, but should report the terms to the Board 
of Trade, and request the Master to apply to the Board for pay- 
ment through the foreign Consul at the port to which the vessel 
is bound. 

146. When the Master or any seaman or apprentice receives any 
hurt or injury in the service of the ship to which he belongs the 
owner is liable td pay not only his medical and subsistence (in- 
cluding necessary clothing) exposes, but also .the expenses <rf his 
conveyance to some port of the United Kingdom, if shipped in the 
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United EUngdonij or if shipped in a British Possession to some 
port in such Possession* {See also para. 1 18.) 

146. Cases will perhaps arise when it is desirable to send a man If sent to 

so hurt or injured, who has been shipped in the United Kingdom, ^n^j^ ^^^ 
to a port not in the United Kingdom, or a man shipped in a British bear the 
Possession to a port not in such Possession. In such cases, how- ®^P^°^- 
ever, the owners are not liable, and a man must not be sent at 
Government expense to one port, however desirable, if the owners 
are liable to pay the expense of his conveyance to another. If, 
howev^, ike man desires to be sent to some port other than those 
to which the owner is liable to pay the cost of his conveyance, 
and is willing to bear the expense himself out of his wages, and 
the wages are sufficient to bear the whole expense, he may be sent 
to snch port at his own cost. 

147. Foreign seamen may be sent either to the country in which Form C. 16. 
they were shipped, or to their own country, whichever may be the Bisposal of 
cheapest or most convenient, and it is especially desu*able that ^^reiga seamen, 
foreign seamen entitled under the terms of the agreements con- 
cluded with Foreign (rovemments to be sent home, should be sent 

to their own country, whenever such course be practicable without 
considerable increase of expenditure. If sent to a foreign port 
the CJonsul at that port will pay the amount of the order, C. 16, Form C. 20. 
and charge it in Col. 16 of Form C. 20. 

148. As difficulty sometimes arises in finding Masters willing to Conveyance

seamen eunering from mental derangement, the Consul is authorised p, ^ . ^ 

in any such case that may arise to make a special arrangement 
with a Master willing to take the seaman, agreeing to pay, if 
necessary, such sum for the passage in addition to the usual 
allowance as may appear fair and reasonable under the circum- 
stances, and with the object of ensmring that requisite care and 
attendance shall be given to the passenger during the voyage. A 
copy of the agreement so entered into should be forwarded to the 
Board of Trade as soon as possible in every case, and also, in any 
case where it is desirable to forward the seaman to a foreign port 
or a port in a British Possession abroad, to the Consul or the 
Shipping Officer, as the case maybe, at the port to which the 
seaman is to be conveyed.

160. Cases have occurred in which Asiatics by representing 
themselves as Distressed Seamen and Natives of British India 
have fraudulently obtained Consular Orders for a free passage to 
India. 

The Consul is, therefore, requested to take every means in his 
power to test the truth of representations made to him by Asiatics 
of their being Distressed British Seamen. 

He sljould also direct the Master of the Vessel in which he 
may send any Distressed Asiatic Seaman to India to hand over the 
man immediately on arrival in India to the police authorities, 
with all necessary papers and information. 

The man will not te detained by the police, but they will by 
this means be able to ascertain his home, so that if misrepresenta- 
tions have been made, the authorities will be in a position to bring 
him to justice.

152. Whenever a Distressed Seaman belonging to Canada, and 
who last served in a ship registered at a port of the Dominion 
receives relief, an affidavit, in the form set forth in Ap- 
pendix K. which has been approved by the Canadian Govern- 
ment, should be laid before him for his signature. The object is 
to enable the Board of Trade to obtain repayment from the 
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Canadian Gbvemment of the expenses incurred in respect of the 
seaman. The affidavits should be sent home with the quarterly 
accounts. In any case in which the seaman is unable to make 
the affidavit, the reason must be stated a^aiubt his name in the 
column for remarks in the Subsistence List, C. 20. Form C. 20. 

Belief, &c. of Masters. 

168. Belief may be extended to ]VI|Lsters and they may be sent Relief of 
home in the following cases only : — Magtere. 

1. When injured in the service of the Ship. — In such cases the S. 228. 
owners are liable to repay all expenses, and Masters may be 
relieved and sent home, an account of the expenses being forwarded 

to the Board of Trade on Form C. 18. See paragraph 117. Form C. 13. 

2. When absolutely destitute^ i.e., without private property, 
and unable to obtain credit or private assistance. 

Masters may be subsisted at a rate not exceeding twice that 
allowed to seamen. Clothing of a somewhat better description 
then that allowed to seamen may be supplied to Masters, but no 
unnecessary articles are to be supplied, and the cost of such 
article must never exceed twice the cost of the same article 
supplied to seamen. It is expected that Masters relieved in these 
circumstances will repay expenses incurred on their behalf^ and 
they should be required to sign an undertaking to do so, in the 
Form given in Appendix L. Appendix L. 



HEALTH OF CREWS. 



154. The scales of medicines and medical stores which from time Medicines, 
to time are issued by the Board of Trade are published separately Medical Guide, 
and the Consul should take care that he is supplied with copies, g. 4^ m. S. Act

medical stores, fkid also with a book containiug instructions for 
dispensing them. 

The Board of Trade have sanctioned for the purpose a book 
bearing the title of the ** Ship Captain's Medical Guide," by 
the late Harry Leach, Esq., M.D., and published by Simpkin, 
Marshall, and Co., 4, Stationer's Hall Court, E.C. 

156. Every foreign-going ship navigating between the United Lime or Lemon

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except such ships and: classes of ships bound to ports on the 
Eastern Coast of America north of the 35th degree of north 
latitude, and to any islands or places in the Atlantic Ocean north 
of the same limit, as the Board of Trade may from time to time 
exempt from the enactment) must be provided with a suflRcient 
quantity of lime or lemon juice, or of such other anti-scorbutics, as 
may be directed by Order in Council, and these must be served out 
in accordance with the requirements of the Act. 

The Owner or Master is liable to a penalty of 20/. for not 
providing anti-scorbutics as required, and the Master to a penalty 
of 5/. for not serving them out to his crew as required. The 
Master is further liable to a penalty of 5Z. for failing to make the 
entry in the Official Log which, in the case referred to by the 
section, is also required. 

Should the Consul in any case learn that the provisions of the 
Act have not been complied with, he should warn the offending 
Master and record the fact on the ship's articles. 

Lime juice of itself will not prevent scurvy, and the Consul 
should therefore take every opportunity of urging upon Masters 
of vessels sailing on long voyages the necessity of supplying their 
crews with fresh potatoes, molasses, &c., and a larger supply of 
fresh -or preserved meats, in lieu of salt beef and pork. 

156. *Under Order of the Local Government Board of the 
12th July 1883, ships, vessels, or boats, on board of which any 
person has been attacked by Cholera or Choleraic Diarrhoea during 
the voyage, will be detained on arrival in the United Kingdom, in 
order that the Sanitary Authorities may take such steps as may 
be considered necessary in the circumstances. 

Under the aforesaid Order masters of such ships must cause any 
articles that may have been soiled with Cholera discharges to be 
destroyed, and the clothing and bedding and other articles of 
personal use likely to retain mfection, which have been used by 
any person who may have suffered from Cholera on board such 
ship, or who, having left such ship, may have suffered from 
Cholera during the stay of such ship in any port, to be disiiif ected 
or (if necessary) destroyed. 

The master must also cause the ship to be disinfected, and 
every article therein, other than those described, which may

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probably be itifected with Cholera, to be disinfected or destroyed 
according to the directions of the Medical Officer of Health. 

All cases of Cholera should be entered in the Official Log, and 
a list of all Articles destroyed- 

In the case of seamen dyiiig c£ Cholera at a foreign port, the 
Consul will give directicms for the destniction of the olothmg, &c. 
csf the deceased, which should never be sent to the United 
Kingdom. 

156a. The clothes and bedding of seamen who die of infectious Disinfection 
diseases, €.g., Small Pox, Typhus, Typhoid (Enteric) Fever, ^^ t^« effects 
Scarlatina, Measles, Erysipelas, Diphtheria, Cholera, and YeUow fy^ZT 
Fever or Plague, are to be destroyed without delay, in order to Infectious 
prevent the spread of infection, except, of course, in the case of ^^**^*- 
clothing or effects which have had no chance of becoming 
infected. 

Articles which it is not necessary to destroy, e.g., nautical 
instruments, watches, trinkets, &c., should be taken care of, and, if 
disinfected, should be disinfected in a way not likely to destroy 
them. 

Papers likely to convey contagion should also be at once 
disinfected, if it is believed that, after such disinfection, they 
may be safely retained. If not, they should be destroyed. 

There is no difficulty in disinfecting papers, money, and 
money securities, but great care is necessary in disinfecting 
bo(^Si 

In the case of property destroyed, the Consul should give a list 
of it, and certify that it has all been destroyed within his own 
knowledge, and that he has satisfied himself that no article which 
ougbt to have been destioyed has been abstracted or retained by 
any member of the crew or any one else. 

In all cases where the effects of seamen dying of infectious 
diseases have been completely disinfected, the fact of such 
disinfection i^ould be certified by the Consul on the forms 
transmitting such effects. In cases where the effects of such 
seamen are forwarded without having been disinfected (owing to 
their not having been exposed to any risk of contagion), the fact of 
their not having been disinfected, with the reason for the omission, 
should also be certified on the forms in question. (See also para. 
166.)

166&. The Ck>nBurs attention is also called to the danger of 
infectious diseases spreading to British Ships through the crews 
being allowed to go ashore in infected ports and through the 
use of unwholesome water shipped at such ports. 

As under the provisions of Section 221 of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1854, any three or more of a crew may complain to 
a British Consular Officer that provisions or water are unfit for 
use, and the officer may thereupon cause such provisions or water 
to be examined, and, if necessary, condemned, it is desirable that 
the Consul should warn Masters of ships when he knows that any 
of the water supplies at his port are unsafe or unfit for use, and 
that he should do this in such a way as to ensure action under the 
section referred to should any of the water in question be taken on 
board for the use of the crew. 

The Consul should also warn Masters when any infectious 
disease is prevalent at his port that they should not under the 
circumstances allow their seamen to go ashore.

Births and Deaths Eegistration Act, 1874. 

167. Section 54, with schedule of 37 & 38 Vict. c. 88, (Births 
and Deaths Registration Act, 1874?,) which came into operation on 
1st January 1875, repeals sections 273 and 282 of the ** Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1854," so far as they relate to the entry of any 
birth or death. It also repeals section 16 of the "Passengers 
Act, 1855," from " and the said Master shall note in writing " 
down to " An Act for Registering Births, Deaths, and Marriages 
in England," and section 100 of the same Act from <^ such Emi- 
gration or Customs Officer" to the end of the section, which 
sections thus repealed provided for the insertion of particulars of 
births and deaths in the passengers' lists and theii* transmission to 
the Registrar-General of Births, Deaths, and Marriages. 

Section 37 (1) of the same Act provides for the Captain or 
Master of a Merchant vessel recording " in his log book or other- 
wise " the birth of a child or the death of a person on board ship, 
together with certain other particulars ; and on the arrival of the 
ship in the United Kingdom or elsewhere " a return of the facts 
so recorded " must be forwarded* to the Registrar-General of 
Shipping and Seamen ^' in such form and manner as the Board 
" of Trade may direct." The Board of Trade have accordingly 
directed that the return shall be made in the form given in the 
Official Log Book, to be forwarded in due course to the Registrar- 
General of Shipping and Seamen. 
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Section 37 (3) enacts that tlie Board of Trade " may, if they 
think fit, direct'' that the said return of births aud deaths be 
delivered •* upon the arrival of the ship at any port or place out of 
" the United Kingdom " to the principal British Consular Officer 
at the port or place for the purpose of being transmitted to the 
B^istrar-General of Shipping and Seamen. 

The Board of Trade have accordingly directed that upon the 
arrival of the ship at any port or place out of the United King- 
dom a copy of the reiiord must be delivered to the principal 
Consular Officer for the transmission of a return of the entry to 
the Registrar-General of Shipping and Seamen. 

These sections and schedules, the portion repealed being 
shown in italics, may be found in Appendix N. Appendix N. 

On a vessel touching at his port, the Ccmsnl should ascertain 
that the requisite particulars of any births or deaths which may 
have occurred on board ship since the voyage commenced have 
been pro])erly inserted by the Master in the Official Log Book, 
aud should, if the Master have not already delivered it to him, 
demand from the Master a return, filled in on the appropriate form, 
of these particulars for all births and deaths which do not appear 
by entries in the last two columns of the tables printed in the 
Official Log Book to have been previously reported at an inter- 
mediate port. 

Copies of the Forms Eng. 8, 9, and 10 provided for this purpose. Forms Eng. 8, 
which are fac-similes of the tables printed in the Official Log ^ 
Book, will be supplied upon application in the usual manner. 

To prevent duplication of returns the Consul should in every 
case in which the particulars are duly reported to him by the 
Master note the fact in the tables of the Official Log Book. 

In the event of a Master failing or refusing to deliver the 
return in question after it has been demanded the Consul should 
enter the fact in the Official Log Book and report it to the 
Board of Trade. 

The Consul should also point out to the Master the penalty to Penalty for 
which under section 37 (8) of the above Act he wiU render himself Jafu^ ^^"^ 
liable on his return to the United Kingdom. deliver return.

Wages and Effects of deceased Seamen. 

159. The Act makes careful provision for the collection and dis- 
tribution of the wages and effects of seamen who, being engaged 
or sent home in a ship which is to terminate her voyage in the 
United Kingdom, die before the voyage is completed. To effect 
this it is provided, that in all such cases the Master is to take 
charge of all money, clothes, and effects which the deceased leaves 
on board ; and if the clothes and effects are of sucl) a nature as to 
deteriorate in value by being kept, he may cause all or any of the 
said clothes and effects to be sold by auction at the mast or other 
public auction, and is to sign an entry in the Official Log Book 
containing the following particulars ; (that is to say,) 

{a,) A statement of the amount of the money, and a description 
of the effects so left by the deceased : 

{b.) In case of a sale, a description of each article sold, and the 
sum received for each : 

(c.) A statement of the sum due to the deceased as wages, and 
the total amount of the deductions (if any) to be made there- 
from ; 

And is to cause such entry to be attested by a mate and by one of 
the crew. 

160. If ships touch, and remain 48 hours, at a foreign port, the 
Consul will inquire whether any seaman has died during the 
voyage, or at the port. In cases where such a death has hi^pened, 
and the Consul after inquiry finds that the vessel is bound direct 
or will shortly return to the United Kingdom, he will not demand 
the wages and effects unless special circumstances render it expe- 
dient ; but when the Consul finds that the settlement of the claims 
of relatives wiU be unduly retarded if deUvery of the wages, 
&c., by the Master is delayed till the arrival of the ship in the 
United Kingdom, he wiU (except in the case of Lascars herein- 
after mentioned) require from the Master the payment of the 
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wages of the deceased, either in cash or by bill on the owners, 
and the delivery of his eflfects or of the proceeds of the sale 
of them. An account in the Form C. 15 most be delivered

The CoDsurs duties under this head are extremely im- 
portant, but as the mode in which he must act must depend, in a 
great measure, upon the country in which he is, and the position 
and powers there given to him, it is impossil^e to lay down 
general rules which will meet every case, and he must bo guided 
by his own discretion, and by such particular instructions as may 

S. 243. be given him from time to time. Section 248 contains a list of the 

principal offences committed on board ships, and their respective 
punishments ; but throughout the whole of the drd part (^ the Act 
will be found provisions bearing more or less on the subject of 
discipline ; and upon the various questions which arise between a 
master and his crew. 

Though the Consul has no magisterial power he has the right 
to withhold his sanction to the discharge of a seaman, and autho- 
rity to summon a Naval Court. 

These powers, if properly exercised (or if not exercised the 
possession of them), should be sufficient to enable the Consul to 
exercise a very considerable influence in settling disputes between 
masters and their crews, and may practically afford a means of 
punishment of many minor offences by an arrangement between 
the parties that certain deductions should be made from wages, or 
certain sums should be paid as compensation. It will be for the 
Consul to decide whether it is fit and proper in the circumstances 
of each case that it should or should not be settled without 
reference to a Naval Court. He will be able to point out what 
fines or penaltes provided by the Merchant Shipping Acts are 
applicable, and will also, in many cases, have an additional guide in 
the terms of the agreement which specify fines for certain offences. 
But he should always remember that the consent of both parties 
is necessary to such settlements, and that his position is that not 
of a magistrate but of an arbitrator. 

In grave cases, however, which the Consul feels involve great 
responsibility, he will do well when practicable to avail himself 
of the assistance of a Naval Court (see paragraphs 184 to 200, 
also Instructions relating to Naval Courts.) 

Desertion. 
174. Arrangements in the shape of Treaties,Conventions, Agree- 
ments, Declarations, and Notifications, have been entered into 
between Great Britain and most of the Foreign Powers (as shown 
m Appendix P.), for the mutual surrender of seamen, not being 
slaves, who desert from Merchant Ships of either of the contracting 
Parties at ports situated in the Territories or Colonies of the other 
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Id the event of the desertion of a seaman or apprentice from a Becovery of 
British Ship at a port in the Territories or Colonies of any of the desurtera. 
Countries joamed in the Appendix, or where without a treat/ the 
Local Authorities are willing to lend assistance^ the Consul may, 
if satisfied of the justice of the case, apply to the Local Authorities 
to assist in the apprehension, and compulsory conveyance on 
board his ship of such deserter. 

These Arrangements, Ac. do not apply, however, to deserters 
from British Ships who are subjects of the country where the 
desertion takes place. 

176. Whenever a seaman is left behind on account of desertion, further steps 
an entry of the desertion must be made in the Official Log-book, i° ^^ of 
and must be signed by the Master and also by the Mate, or one of g, 244 & S. 207. 
the crew. This entry in the Log-book must be shown to the Consul 
and he will then examine into the allegation of the desertion so 
made ; and if after full inquiry he is satisfied that it is correct, but 
not otherwise, he will indorse upon the agreement a certificate, 
in accordance with the provisions of s. 207. in the form in ^orm in 
Appendix Q. Appendix Q. 

The Consul will then make copies of the entry in the Official 
Log-book, and of the Certificates so indorsed by him upon the 
agreement, will certify the same to be true copies, seal them with 
his official seal, and transmit them by the first opportunity to 
the Registrar General of Seamen, in order that they may be 
produced in evidence, if required. 

If the evidence of desertion rest upon the master's unsupported 
statement or otherwise appear insufficient an endorsement should 
be made to the effect that the seaman is reported as missing or as 
a deserter, but the Consul should not pledge himself to the truth 
of the report. 

176a. The question has occasionally arisen in reference to Section Wages of 

deserters 
253 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, whether a Consul upon gamed sub- 
receiving an intimation from the Owner or Master of a, vessel sequently to 
that a seaman has deserted, has power to withhold, pending legal ^^ *^°* 
proceedings, wages earned by such seaman subsequently to the 
desertion. 

A Consul has ho such power, and he should therefore decline 
to interfere in the matter. 

Misconduct of Masters of Colonial Vessels.

Interference of Foreign Courts of Justice. 

interference of 178. In considering how far the interference of Foreign Courts 
foreign courts, should be aDowed or invoked, the first question to be looked at is 
whether there are any treaties on the subject existing between 
this country and the country in which the Consul is acting. To 
the express stipulations of such treaties, all general rules of inter- 
national law are subject ; and the Consul will therefore be guided 
by them in the exercise of his own functions, and will call upon 
the Local Authorities to act in accordance therewith. 

In the absence of such treaties between this country and a 
Foreign country, the Consul should remember that it would be 
difficult to contend that the Courts of the Foreign country may 
not have some jurisdiction in questions of wages, and of breaches 
of contra<5t between masters and crews of British ships arising 
in such country, or in questions of discipline involving criminal 
offences committed within that territory. But such jurisdiction is 
of a very limited character, and it is the natural, usual, and most 
convenient course that these questions should be settled by the 
Consul, and that the local authorities should not interfere without 
reference to him, nor without reason to believe that he is unable 
to arrange a satisfactory settlement. 

In the United Kingdom the Court of Admiralty will entertain 
a suit for wages due from a Foreign ship, but only in cases where 
without such jurisdiction there would be a total failure of justice ; 
nor will the Court do so then without giving full notice to the 
Consul of the country to which the vessel belongs. 

Criminal proceedings for breach of discipline on board Foreign 
ships cannot be instituted in the United Kingdom except for 
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offences amounting to crimes committed in this Country or under 
the Extradition Acts. 

The Consul will bear in mind the principles stated above 
whenever there seems to be reason to complain of undue inter- 
ference on the part of local authority in connexion with offences 
committed on board a British ship, or matters arising out of 
contract with the crew. 

179. Subject to any such treaties as aforesaid, the Consul will Local police 
remember that every country has the right of enforcing its own rt^at^ons. 
criminal law and police regulations in its own ports and harboure, 

and that if any offence against such laws or regulations is com- 
mitted in such points or harbours, on board a British ship, the 
offender is liable to be dealt with accordingly. In such cases the 
Consul's duty will be confined to seeing that the offender is fairly 
tried, and that justice is properly administered. If the laws or 
regulations of the place are in fault, it will be a matter for 
representation to the British Minister in the country, or to Her 
Majesty's Secretary of State. 

180. In cases where the offence is one which is punishable botli Oflfences 
by the law of the place as above mentioned, and also by British ?*^^^?*^xt 
law as mentioned in paragraph 186, and when the local autho- local and by 
rities are willing to interfere if required by the Consul to do so, ^"*^^^ ^*^- 
but not otherwise, he will consider whether the ends of justice 

will be best met by calling for such interference or by sending tho 
offender to trial in some British Court of Justice. The questions 
he will have to consider are, — which is the speediest and most 
certain mode of obtaining justice, — which course is the best for 
the convenience of the ship and the witnesses,-— and above all, 
whether the principles and practice of the Foreign Court can be 
relied on, and whether its proceedings an4 modes of punishment 
are such as would be considered proper and humane in this 
country. 

181. In any case in which, from whatever cause, any British Imprisonment 
seaman is committed to prison or otherwise punished in any iJ^roreign ports. 
Foreign country, the Consul will see that the place of confinement 

and mode of treatment is such as would, in this country, be con- 
sidered proper and humane ; if it is not he will report the case to 
the British Minister in the country, or to Her Majesty's Secretai-y 
^^ State. Except as 

182. Subject to the exceptions mentioned above, the Consul will above-meii- 

remember that, according to well-established rules of international British ship 

law, a Britbh ship carries British law with her, and that all offences carries British 

law with her. 
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committed on board such ship on the high seas, and all mere 
breaches of discipline in Foreign ports, as well as all matters 
arising out of the contract with the crew, are to be judged of by 
British law. In some Foreign countries the Local Courts of 
Justice will take notice of, and acy udicate upon, such contracts ; 
but in these cases it is usual for such Foreign Courts to act, in the 
case of a British ship, not according to their own law, but accord- 
ing to British law, so fetr as the construction of the contract is 
concerned. Except in cases where the Consul cannot settle the 
matter otherwise, it is extremely undesirable that disputes be- 
tween the Masters and crews of British ships should be taken into 
Foreign Courts ; but whenever this is done, the principles above 
mentioned should be adhered to. The Consul should explain the 
British law; and if this is not followed, he should report the 
case to the British Minister, or Her Majesty's Secretary of State. 

188. In cases where British seamen are employed in Foreign 
sbips, the Consul will remember that in accordance with the 
principles mentioned above, they are, whilst so employed, subject 
to the law of the country to which the ship belongs, and not to 
British law. If^ therefore, the Consul is called upon to interfere 
in their behalf, he should, either in applying to the local autlro- 
ritles, or in taking any other steps that may be necessary, endea- 
vour to obtain the assistance of the Consul of the country to 
which the ship belongs.

Naval Courts. 

184. The power of summoning these Courts is given to Consuls 
in the absence of any officer commanding one of Her Majesty's 
Ships, and in cases where such an officer is at hand, the Consul 
should, if he considers there is a case for a Naval Court, apply to 
sucb officer, or refer the parties to him. 

In judging whether the case is one which requires a Naval 
Court or not, the Consul must use his discretion. In cases of 
quarrels between the master and crew, he will not incur the 
trouble and expense of such a Court, when he thinks that the 
matter is a trifling one, or that it can be settled satisfactorily by 
his own arbitration. But if the general state of discipline in the 
ship is very bad, or if the charges made involve important nautical 
questions, or if powers are necessary which the Consul idone 
cannot exercise, he will do well to summon a Naval Court ; and 
he will remember that the acts of such a Court, if in accordance

with the Act of Parliament^ will be recognised by British Courts 
of Law, whilst the powers of Consols are extremely undefined, 
and their acts will frequently have no validity or effect in case of 
any subsequent legal proceedings. 

In cases where the removal of a Master or the compulsory dis- 
charge of any of the crew appears to be necessary, the Consul will 
almost always find it desirable to have recourse to a Naval Court.* 

Crimes committed on the High Seas and Abroad. 

185. Crimes committed on the high seas on board any British Mode iu which 
ship, and offences against property or person committed at any ma^b^^^"^^ 
place in foreign countries by any person who at the time of the if committed' 
conmiission of the offence belongs to any British ship, or by any ^7 Persons 
British subject who has within the previous three months be- a British ship, 
longed to any British ship, are subject to the same punishments, ^* ^^^• 

and may be tried in the same manner as if they had been com- 
mitted within the jurisdiction of the Admiralty in England, that 
is to say, according to the common criminal law of England. 

186. The Consul will, however, remember that, subject to any Jurisdiction of 
special provisions made by Treaty, offences against the municipal foreign courts, 
law of any country, committed within the limits of that country, 

although committed on board a British ship, and by British 
subjects, whether they may be tried according to British law or 
not, are certainly liable to be tried by the courts and according to 
the law of that country. The Consul will also remember that 
persons committing offences on board a foreign ship, though 
British subjects, are liable to be tried by the law of the country 
to which the ship belongs. (See paragraphs 178 to 183.) 

187. Upon a complaint being made to the Consul of any offence Proceedings 

against British law having been committed on the high seas or [^ ^ taken 
;, .i..i_x T.^i-T^ o. ^y Consul. 

abroad, or if without complaint he becomes aware of any senous 

offence having been committed on board a British ship, he may 

inquire into the case upon oath, and may summon witnesses before 

him for that purpose, and if there is evidence which in the opinion 

of the Consul is sufficient to substantiate the charge, he may 

send the offender to some place in the British dominions at which 

he can be tried. As prosecutions in such cases have often failed 

for want of observance of the requisite formalities, or for want of

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evidence, or for the want of a prosecutor, or (rf Mritnesses, and as 
sending home prisoners involves verj serious expense, the Ck>nsul 
will be careful to observe the following rules. 

188. The Consul toill not send home the offender at the public 
expense, unless the crime is murder, attempt to murder, piracy, 
slave trading, manslaughter, aggravated assault, wilful destruction 
of the ship, deliberate and concerted mutiny, or some other offence 
of a very serious nature involving nsk to tJie life or welfare of 
others. 

189. In cases of petty theft, and also in cases of insubordination 
and of other crimes of that description, the Consal will in no 
case send the offender for trial, unless the master or agent of 
the ship, or some other person against whom the offence has been 
committed, undertakes to prosecute and to pay the expenses of 
sending home the offender and witnesses. This undertaking roust 
be such as to be satisfactory to the Consul, and must be forwarded 
by him to the Board of Trade. 

100. The Consul must in no case send an offender for trial un- 
less he at the same time sends the necessary witnesses to give 
vivd voce evidence at the trial, or is satisfied that they are about 
to proceed to the place where the trial will be held. Sending the 
witnesses, however, must not interfere with his sending the depo- 
sitions, as hereafter mentioned. (Paragraph 200.) The Consul 
should indorse on the agreement of the ship conveying the wit- 
nesses, their names, and a short statement of the circumstances in 
which they are sent home. 

191. In deciding to what place the offender shall be sent for 
trial the Consul will be guided by circumstances. In general 
cases he will send him to Great Britain ; but if thei'e is any 
British court of justice capable of trying the offence to which 
the offender and witnesses ciCti be sent more cheaply, speedily, 
and conveniently, he will send them to the British Possession in 
which such Court is situate. 

Offender to 192. Care should be taken that when an offender is sent for 

^® ^?*^ ^ ^^^ ^^ *^® United Kingdom, the vessel chosen for his conveyance 

to the country is bound to the United Kingdom, or when for trial in a British 

where Aey are Possession the vessel is bound to that British Possession, as if the 

vessel is bound elsewhere there is no power to transfer him in 

custody to another ship to complete the voyage, the order of the 

Consul or Naval Court being exhausted on the arrival of the vessel 

at her destination. 
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193. In all cases a formal Order signed by the Consul or the Conveyaace 
Nayal Court, specifying the prisoner's offence and the direction of ^^^^ 
the Consul or the Naval Court, should be sent with the oflFender, Master, and 
and it must be delivered hy the Consvl or his representative to the *^ *ttentioii 
Master of the vessel in which the prisoner is to be conveyed, and substance, 
further, the prisoner must be given into the Master's custody, and 
the attention of the Master be called to the fact that the Order is 
for the conveyance of a prisoner. The Consul should indorse on 
the agreement of the ship in which the oflFender is conveyed the 
fact of his having been delivered to the custody of the master, 
and state the nature of the charge preferred against him. 

104. If there is any Queen's ship, the officer in command of in what ships 
which is willing to receive the person to be sent for trial, the ^®y are to be 
Consul will avail himself of the opportunity. If not, he will send g. 26S. 
him in the first British merchant ship which can take him, but he 
must not send more than one prisoner for every 100 tons, or more 
than one witness for every 50 tons of the ship's registered 
tonnage. 

He will point out to the master of the ship in which the pri- 
soner is sent that he is bound, under a penalty of 50/., to aflford a 
passage and subsistence to every oflTender and witness so sent, and 
upon the ship's arrival at the place to which they are sent, to give 
the offender in charge into the custody of some police officer or 
constable, so that he may be taken before a magistrate, to be dealt 
with according to the Act. He will also point out to the Master 
how he is to be reimbursed. (See paragraph 195.) 

196. The Consul will take such means as may be in his power Offenders and 
for detaining the offender until he can be so sent as aforesaid, and J^tn^s^to be 
will, if necessary, maintain the witnesses until they can be sent. meantime. 

No deduction will be made from wages belonging to offenders 
or witnesses on account of expenses necessarily incurred for their 
subsistence or conveyance. 

Such persons are not distressed seamen, and are not entitled to Rates allowed 

be conveyed under the terms of section 211 of the Merchant ^rt^eircon- 

•' yeyance. 

Shipping Act, 1854. Whenever, therefore, offenders and witnesses 

are sent to the United Kingdom or other British Possession by any 
British ship (other than that to which the parties may have be- 
longed) the Board of Trade will allow, if the conveying ship be a 
passenger ship, the ordinaiy third class £Eire for each passage 
afforded, and in the case of conveyance by vessels having no rates 
for the conveyance of passengers, the Consul will make the bent 
arrangement practicable as to payment for the passages. 
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If in the conveyance of any offender special precautions in- 
Tolving to the conveying ^ip extra expense and inconvenience 
are necessary to ensure his safe custody, it will rest with the 
Consul to arrange for the payment of such a sum in addition to 
the fare as may be thought fair and reasonable. 

All payments in respect of passages will be made upon the com- 
pletion of the voyage^ and the Board of Trade or authorities in 
British Possession abroad, as the case may be, should be promptly 
informed of the terms upon which passages have been provided. 

196. En certain cases depositions taken before Consuls are made 
receivable as evidence in British Courts of Justice, though it is 
doubtful how far they can be relied on, and whether a jury would 
attach any weight to depositions taken in the absence of cross- 
examination, but in order that they should have any effect it is 
essential that all the requirements of the Act should be strictly 
complied with, and that the utmost possible care should be taken 
for that purpose ; and in receiving and forwarding the depositions 
with this object, the Consul should attend particularly to the 
following rules. 

197. The depositions should always be taken down in writing at 
the time they are made, and when the examination of the witness 
is concluded, should be read over and signed by hiin, and should 
be authenticated by the signature of the Consul. The deposition 
should be headed by a statement in writing, under the hand of 
the Consul, of the name and description of the deponent, and of 
the matter in which it is taken, including in criminal cases the 
name and description of the accused, and the charge made against 
him. The Consul should also state distinctly in writing that the 
deposition is made before him, and in criminal cases that it is made 
in the presence of the accused. 

198. When witnesses make a deposition, or give evidence in any 
other language than English, it should be through a competent 
interpreter, sworn to interpret truly, and the name of the inter- 
preter, and the fact that he was so sworn, should be stated on the 
deposition, and certified by the Consul. The examination should 
take place through the interpreter after he is sworn, and should 
be takea down by the Consul in English, and signed by the inter- 
preter. 

199. Where the case involves a charge against any person, the 
examination should always take place in the presence of the 
accused. Bach witness's evidence, when com^deted, should be 
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distinctlj read and explained to the accused in his own language, accused 
and he should be told by the Consul that he may put any ques- P*^^*'- 
dons he thinks proper to the witness, and that the substance of 
the questions and the answers will form part of the evidence. If 
he puts any questions, the questions and answers should be taken 
down i^ English, and form part of the examination. This also, 
when necessary, should be done through a sworn interpreter. 

200. The original depositions, and not copies, must in all cases Originals to be 
be sent^ and they must be sent at as early a period as possible. ^'^** 
If the trial is to be in the United Kingdom, they must be sent to 
the Board of Trade, with a letter stating the substance of the 
case. If elsewhere, the depositions will be sent accordingly. 



WEECK AND SALVAGE. 
Wrecks and Casualties. 



201. There is no enactment or law expressly requiring Masters Notice of 

of British ships which have suffered wreck or damage to report to ^ ' losses, 
the Consul, but they will almost invariably do so for the purpose 
of making a protest^ if not for the purpose of claiming assistance ; 
and even if they should not, the Consul will scarcely fail to be 
informed of the occurrence. 

202. Whenever any British ship is wrecked, lost, or abandoned Consuls to give 
within the limits of the Consulate, it will be the Consul's duty to ^s^^stance. 
give every assistance in his power towards saving the lives of 

those on board, and preserving the property for the owners. The 
particular steps to be taken for this purpose will depend on the 
(^cumuiances of each case, and on the powers which he may 
possess under treaties, or under the laws of the country in which 
he is acting. He will endeavour to obtain the assistance of the 
local authorities if necessary, and he will also endeavour to have 
that assistance rendered in such a shape and to such an extent, 
and to such an extent only, as may be for the interest of the 
owners or insurers. 

203. In countries where the British Consul is authorised by Interference 
treaty to interfere in matters of wreck and to claim wrecked pro- treaty"^^ ^ 
perty he will, so far as the treaty permits, require the local 
anthoritieB to" allow him to act accordingly, and to prevent the 
interfef^ence of improper and unauthorised perscms. He will also 
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demand the restitution of property saved, subject to salvage and . 
other proper expenses. If any difficulty is thrown in his way, 
contrary to the spirit of the treaty, he will represent the case to 
the British Minister or to Her Majesty's Secretary of State. 

204. If in cases of wreck or casualty the Master, or. any 
other competent officer of the ship, is present, the Consul vdll not, 
unless there is reason to suspect foul play, interfere with any 
steps they may take for saving the ship or cargo, but will give 
such assistance as may be in his power. In like manner, if any 
other authorised agent of the owners is present, he will permit 
him to take the necessary steps, merely giving his assistance. 
The Consul will, however, on the one hand, consider himself 
bound to do whatever may be necessary with the local authorities, 
and will, on the other, require the Master or agent to pay any 
expenses which he (the Consul) has properly incun'ed. 

206. He will give all necessary assistance to the persons on 
board the wrecked vessel. In cases of death he will endeavour 
to ascertain their identity, will see that they are buried, and will 
report their names and description to the Board of Trade. The 
Consul's further duties in respect of the crews of shipwrecked 
vessels are mentioned in paragraphs 119 and 187. 

206. The Consul will give his best assistance in settling the 
claims of salvors. The crew of the ship are not entitled, accord- 
ing to British law, to make any claim, as salvors. The claims of 
other salvors at the place will be determined according to the law 
of the place, 

207. The Consul will notice that where the salvor, whether a 
person employed in Her Majesty's service or not, and the master 
of the ship saved, can agree between themselves for the purpose, 
they may enter into an agreement, which will have the same 
effect as the bond mentioned, in paragraph 223 to be used 
in cases of salvage by Her Majesty's Ships. This agreement 
need not be entered into before the Consul, and he need not, 
necessarily, have anything to do with it ; but it is desirable that 
he should be aware of the effect of such agreements, and should 
be able to point out to parties interested a mode of settling 
disputes, which may often prevent unnecessary detention and 
annoyance. 

Cousul to claim 208. If parts of the ship or goods are washed on shore or other- 

^ood^!^^^^^ ^'^^^ ^^^^ ^"* ^^ ^*^® custody of the master or crew, the Consul 

will, so far as he is able, claim and keep the goods for the owners 
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or insurers or their agents; he will communicate with Lloyd's 
Agent, and he will do his utmost to co-operate and act in harmony 
with him ; he will give to the owners notice of the wreck and of 
the goods in his possession, and will deliver or deal with them 
subject to the payment of proper fees and expenses, as the lawful 
claimants may direct. 

200. The Consul's duties with respect to wrecked goods, apply Goods lost or 
not only to vessels stranded within the bounds of the Consulate and ^*™*««d ** s®*- 
their cargoes^ but also to any portion of such ship or cargo which 
may be brought into the Consulate in consequence of any wreck 
or disaster at sea. 

210. If any papers, such as charter pailies, bills of lading, Papers saved, 
ships' articles, &c., are found, the Consul will collect them, an4 

after marking them aud keeping a note of them, will restore them 
to the owners. For this purpose the Consul may send them either 
to the Board of Trade, or othervdse, as he thinks best. 

211. The Consul will, at the earliest oppoitunity, communicate Commimica. 
any particulars relating to the wreck or damage of British Ships te^jLf^Irtjog 
and their cargoes to the persons interested. This may be done 

either directly or through the Board of Trade, if the parties reside 
in this country, or in any other way the Consul may think best. 

212. Incases in which wrecked property comes into the pos- Sale of wrecked 
session of the Consul, and neither the Owner nor the Master nor ^ ^•• 

sny anihorised agent can be found or communicated with, the 
Consul may, if the case requires it, sell the property, or such part 
of it as is perishable or not worth the expense of warehousing for 
the benefit of those interested; but in such cases, neither the 
Consul nor those employed by him must be interested to any 
extent directly or indirectly in the purchase of the articles. If the 
lawful claimants cannot be found, and the property is not claimed 
by the Local Authorities, he will, after the expiration of a reason- 
able time sell the property, and remit the proceeds to the Board 
of Trade, to be dealt with as Droits of Admiralty.

214. When cases of general average occasioned by jettison are 
brought before, the Consul, he will take all the means in his power 
to ascertain if the jettison was necessary, and the loss thereby 
occasioned real ; «and if he has fmy reason to suppose that any 
fraud or improper act has been committed by tilie Captain or crew 
to the injury of the Owners, or Insurers of the ship or cargo, he 
will lake steps to inform them, and to enable them to procure the 
requisite evidence. He will also report the case to the Board of 
Trade, sending the depositions or other evidence in manner men- 
tioned in paragraph 200. 

216. Fees to be charged by the Consul for services in respect 
of wreck or damage are those mentioned in paragraph 254 and 
Appendices R. and S. (Tables of Consular Fees) : no other charge 
is to be made except for expenses actually incurred. 

216. The Consul's duties with regard to the Certificate of 
Registry of a British ship which is lost, are mentioned in

217. The Consul's duties in respect of summoning ft Naval 
Court to inquire into the circumstances attending a wreck are 
set forth in the Instructions relating to Naval Courts. 

218. In addition to the above, the Consul wilt in every case, 
when it comes to his knowledge that any British ship has been 
wrecked, lost, or seriously damaged, and where he does not think 
it necessary to summon a Naval Court, or has not the pow^ of so 
doing, report the circumstances to the Board of Trade, stati^ 
what, in his opinion, was the cause of the casualty, with any other 
matters he may think important. He will be especially careful to 
report any circumstances showing fraud, negligence, or misoon* 
duct on the part of the Master or Officers. This report should 
either be made upon or accompany the Form Wr.

He should also bear in mind that no claim can ever be made in 
respect of any loss or risk to a Queen's ship or her stores.

should report, on Form Wr. 1, any informatitm which he may be 
able to obtain. He should, however, remember that he has no 
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power to demand sueh infonnadon from Foreigners^ and that he 
can only obtain it.bj their conrtesy. 

Whenever a Britbh vessel idiich has loaded at or last sailed 
£rom a port in the Consul's district is lost or mismng on the 
voyage, the Consul should furnish, on the appropriate form, 
Wr. 1, an available particulars relatmg to the vessel's condition on 
leaving port, the nature, quantity, and stowage of the cargo, and 
any other information which the Consul may think relevant to 
the case or to the loss of the vessel. 

The classification employed in the compilation of the Wreck 
Register, as shown in the statement in Appendix U., should be 
strictly adhered to in all cases. 

The nature, place, &c. of the Wreck or Casualty must be the 
guide to the Officer for the Form to be used. 

Careful attention is requested to the rules and notes which will 
be found upon the forms. 

280. It is very important that the information required shpuld 
be given as completely as possible, as if the Return is incomplete 
in any particular its value will be materially diminished. 

The questi(ms on the Form Wr. 1, if fully and intelHgeDtly 
answered, will generally exhaust all matters of interest in the case, 
but the Consul should also insert, in the proper columns of the 
Form, his opinion as to the cause of the casualty, and how it might 
have been avoided, and should state, either on the form or sepa- • 
rately, any matters connected with ike casualty ^diich may i^pear 
to him to be of importance (see paragraphs 218 and 236). He should 
also state whether a Naval Court has been or is likely to be held, 
and, if not, the reasons why it has been dispensed with. He should 
also state how the crew have been disposed of, so that the Board 
may know what evidence would be available in the event of in- 
quiry in this country being considered necessary. Care should, 
however, be taken to select the Form Wr. 1 appropriate to the 
casualty to be reported, for the questions on each form are specially 
applicable to the class of casualty to which the form relates, and 
if the wrong foim be used material information is likely to be 
omitted. There is no form specially designed for missing vessels, 
but for the present the Consul should report such cases on Form 
Wr. 1«. 

281. The statements and remarks respecting the casualty con- 
tained in the Return Wr. 1 are obtained only for departmental pur- 
poses, and in no case are copies of such documents to be fiirnished 
to the public.

No further remuneration is to be received by the Consul for 
any signature or other matter done by him in pursuance of these 
instructions, with the exception of the charges mentioned in 
paragraph 258. 

The .footnotes relating to certain specified fees are inserted in 
Appendix B. merely for the Consults convenience, and must 
not be considered as a substitute for the Foreign Office Instruc- 
tions, from which they are extracted. Their provisions apply 
equally to the corresponding fees in the Tables in Appendix S. * 

Exemption from payment of feesJNos. 1 to 17, 31, 32, 37, 38, 
and 43 is granted by courtesy to Britbh j&chtH belonging to clubs 
in possession of warrants frotn the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty. . 

Forms of Note of Protest (single and in book shape, see fee No. 
23 and foot-note), Order for Survey (fee 24), Extension of Protest 
(fee 26), and Bill of Health (fe^ 31) are supplied to Consuls by 
the Board of Trade on requisitioh. (See paragraph 295.) 

255. In order to prevent any misconceptioa with reference to 
the Consular services for which fees are payable, it is to be 
observed that it is for the master of the ship alone to judge 
whether it is expedient to procure from the .Consul any of the 
documents mentioned in the second and fourth parts of the table^ 
the furnishing of which will authorise the Consul to levy a specified 
fee. 

256. But although a Consul has no right to require a shipmaster 
to provide himself with Consular papers, it is proper that a Consul 
should make shipmasters aware of any inconvenient consequences 
which are likely to result to them from a neglect of any laws of 
this country, or of any regulations of foreign states bearing upon 
matters in which such shipmasters may be concerned. It must, 
however, of course, rest with the shipmaster to act in such cases 
as he may think proper. 

257. As stamps are to be given in receipt for fees, a receipt on 
Form C. 32 need not be . given unless desired, bvit> the payer of 
the fees should in all cases be asked if he wishes for a separate 
receipt, and be supplied with one on request. The Form C. 32 
should invariably be used for thh purpose. .

Communications from the Board of Trade on ordinary matters 
of account and Other matters of routine, if requiring no fmswer, 
need not be specially acknowledged. 

Communicattons to the Board of Trade on matters to which the 
foregoing instructions relate, and also communications containing 
intelligence concerning the British Mercantile Marine which are 
intended for tn^ismission to Lloyd's Committee or other in- 
terested parties^ are to be addressed to the Assistant Secretary, 
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Marine Department, Board of Trade. They are, however, to be 
sent under flying seal to the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
to whom the Consul will, in his covering despatch, report succinctly 
the nature and subject of the communication. 

The correspondence with the Board of Trade is to be treated as 
forming a distinct series, and is to be numbered with a distinct 
set of numbers accordingly.

West Coast of Africa — ^Passes for Smali. Vessels. 

• It has been represented that British owners of small unregis- 
tered vessels or launches trading on the West Coast of Africa 
and along the coast of Zanzibar are subject^ed to inconvenience 
arising from their liability to detention by Her Majesty's Ships 
on account of their carrying the British Flag without a British 
Eegister. Her Majesty's Secretary of State has therefore been 
pleased to approve of the following regulations, prepared by the 
Board of Trade, acc<»rding to which Her Majesty's Consuls at 
places on the West Coast of Africa and at Zanzibar are autho- 
rised to grant Certificates of British ownership, on certain con- 
ditions, to the class of vessels referred to, which will be recognised 
as Passes by Her Majesty's naval officers on that station : 

a. The Certificate or Pass is not to be granted by a Consul to 

any vessel or vessels except to such as by reason of their 
never visiting a Port of Registry cannot obtain a proper 
Certificate of Registry, 

b. Before issuing any such Certificate or Pass the Consul is to 

satisfy himself, by such evidence as he may be able to 
procure, that the vessel is British owned, and lawfully 
employed.

Agreement between the Governments of Great Britain and 
DENMARK for the Mutual Belief of Distressed Seamen. 

Signed at London, July 25, 1883. 

The Government of Her Majesty the Queen of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and the Government of 
His Majesty the King of Denmark, being desirous to make 
arrangements for the relief of distressed seamen of the two nations 
in certain cases, the undersigned, duly authorised to that effect, 
have agreed as follows : — 

If a seaman of one of the Contracting States, after serving on 
board a ship of the other Contracting State, remains behind in a 
third State or in its Colonies, or in the Colonies of that State 
whose flag the ship carries, and the said seaman is in a helpless 
condition in consequence of shipwreck or from other causes, then 
the Government of that State whose flag the ship bears shall be 
bound to support the said seaman until he enters into ship-service 
again, or finds other employment, or until he arrives in his native 
Stato or its Colonies, or dies. 

But this is on condition that the seaman so situated shall avail 
himself of the first opportunity that offers to prove his necessitous 
condition, and the causes thereof, to the proper officials of the 
State whose support is to be solicited, and that the destitution is 
shown to be the natural consequence of the termination of his 
service on board the ship; otherwise the aforesaid liability to 
afford relief lapses.

The said liability is also excluded if the seaman has deserted, 
or has been turned out of the ship for any criminal act, or has 
left it on account of disability for service in consequence of illness 
or wounding resulting from his own fault.

Whereas We, the Local Grovernment Board, by an Order 
bearing date the I7th day of July 1873, made certain rules and 
regulations with a view to the treatment of persons affected with 
Cholera, and for preventing the spread of the disease ; 

And whereas We have, by an Oixier of this date, rescinded the 
said Order, except in so far as it may apply to any proceedings 
now pending ; 

And whereas Cholera is now prevalent in certain parts of Egypt 
with which this country has communication, and it is expedient 
that, in place of the rules and regulations made by the said Order, 
other rules and regulations as herein-after contained should be 
made with regard to the Port of London : 

Now, therefore, We, the Local Government Board, do, by 
this Our Order, and in exercise of the power conferred on Us by 
Section 52 of the Sanitary Act, 1866, and Section 130 of the 
Public Health Act, 1875, and every other power enabling Us in 
this behalf, make the following rules and regulations, and declare 
that they shall be enforced and executed by the Port Sanitary 
Authority for the Port of London : — 



Note.— A similar Order was issued to all Port Sanitary Authorities. 
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Art. 1. — In this Order — 

The term " ship " includes vessel or boat ; 

The term " Officer of Customs " includes any person acting 

under the authority of the Commissioners of Customs ; 
The term " Master " includes the officer or person for the time 

being in chai'ge or command of a ship ; 
The term ** Cholera " includes Choleraic Diarrhoea ; 
The term "Sanitary Authority" means the Port Sanitary 

Authority of the Port of London ; 
The term "Medical Officer of Health" includes any duly 

qualified Medical Practitioner appointed by the Sanitary 

Authority to act in the execution of this Order : 

For the purposes of this Order every ship shall be deemed 
infected with Cholera, in which there is or has been, during the 
voyage or during the stay of such ship in a port in the course of 
such voyage, any case of Cholera. 

I. — Regulations as to Detention by Officers of Customs. 

Art. 2. — If any Officer of Customs, on the arrival of any ship in 
the Port of London, ascertain from the master of such ship or 
otherwise, or have reason to suspect, that the ship is infected with 
Cholera, he shall detain such ship, and order the master forthwith 
to moor or -anchor the same in such position' as such Officer of 
Customs shall direct; and thereupon the master shall forthwith 
moor or anchor the ship accordingly.

Art. 5. — Such detention by the Officer of Customs shall cease 
as soon as the ship shall have been duly visited and examined by 
the Medical Officer of Health ; or, if the ship shall, upon such 
examination, be found to be infected with Cholera, as soon as the 
same shall be moored or anchored in pursuance of Art. 10 of this 
Order.

Art. 14. — ^Any person certified by the Medical Officer of Health

and detained there for a like period, in order that it may be 
ascertained whether the illness is or is not Cholera. 

Any such person who, while so detained, shall be certified by 
the Medical Officer of Health to be suffering from Cholera^ shall 
be dealt with as provided by Article 13 of this Order. 

Art. 15. — The Medical Officer of Health shall, in the case of 
every ship certified to be infected, give directions, and take such 
steps as may appear to him to be necessary, for preventing the

Art. 16. — In the event of any death from Cholera taking 
place on board such ship while so detained, the master shall, as 
directed by the Sanitary Authority or the Medical Officer of 
Health, either cause the dead body to be taken out to sea, and 
committed to the deep, properly loaded to prevent its rising, or 
shall deliver it into the charge of the said Authwity for 
interment; and the Authority shall thereupon have the same 
interred. 

Art. 17. — The master shall cause any articles that may have 
been soiled with Cholera discharges to be destroyed, and the 
clothing and bedding and other articles of personal use likely to 
retain infection which have been used by any person who may 
have suffered from Cholera on board such ship, or who, having 
left such ship, shall have suffered from Cholera during the stay 
of such ship in any Port, to be disinfected or (if necessary) 
destroyed ; and if the master shall have neglected to do so before 
the ship arrives in port, he shall forthwith, or upon the direction 
of the Sanitary Authority or the Medical Officer of Health, 
cause the same to be disinfected or destroyed, as the case may 
require ; and if the said master neglect to comply with such 
direction within a reasonable time, the Authority shall cause 
the same to be carried into execution.

I DID not fail to refer to the Lords, &c. of Trade your 
Excellency's note of the I7th ultimo requesting that steps might 
be taken to transfer into the hands of the French Consul-General 
in London, without requiring the usual proofs or succession, the 
property left by M. H, Levasseur, a French subject who died at 
Moulmain on the 27th of April last, whilst serving as a seaman on 
board the British merchant vessel " India." 

Your Excellency founds this request upon the arrangement 
which has been entered into with the French Government with 
respect to the properly of seamen of the Royal and Imperial 
Navies dying in the territory, or on board the vessels of either 
State, but this aiTangement does not apply to the present case. 

I have, therefore, the honour to acquaint your Excellency with 
the observations made by the Lords of Trade upon your proposal. 

They state that by the 199th section of the Merchant Shipping 
Act of 1854 (17 & 18 Vict. cap. 104),* of which I enclose a copy, 
the Board of Trade is empowered without probate or letters of 
administration to administer the money and effects of seamen 
dying during the voyage of a British merchant vessel, if the 
amount is under 50/. in value, but if it should exceed 501. the 
Board of Trade are bound to pay the money to the legal personal 
representatives of the deceased. 

* S. 199. If the money and effects of any deceased seaman or apprentice 
paid, delivered, or remitted to the Board of Trade or its agents, including 
the moneys received for any part of the said effects, which have been sold 
either before delivery to the Board of Trade, or by its direction, do not 
exceed in value the sum of 50/., then, subject to the provisions herein-after 
contained, and to all such deductions for expenses incurred in respect of the 
seaman or apprentice, or of his said money and effects, as the said Board 
thinks proper to allow ; the said Board may, if it thinks fit so to do, pay and 
deliver the said money and effects either to any claimants who can prove 
themselves to the satisfaction of the said Board either to be his widow or 
children, or to be entitled to the effects of the deceased under his will (if

Arrangement between the British and Swedish Governments 
relative to the Disposal of Propertt under the value of 
50/. of Seamen belonging to the Eotal Isavy or Merchant 
Service dying on board British or Swedish Vessels, or upon 
British, Swedish, or Foreign Territory. — July-November, 
1868. 

Foreign Office, July 20, 1868. 
The undersigned, &c. having learnt from Baron Hochschild, 
&jC. that the Swedish Government are desirous to come to an 
understanding with Her Majesty's Government regarding the 
dispositions to be taken in regard to the property of deceased 
seamen of the two nations, has now the honour to communicate 
to Baron Hochschild the following arrangement, which he trusts 
may meet the views of the Swedish Government, but which is now 
proposed on the understanding that it shall be considered reciprocal 
as regards both Governments. 

So far as the effects of deceased seamen serving in the Royal 
Navies are concerned, the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty 
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have notified to the undersigned that in the case of a Swedish or 
other foreign seaman serving in a foreign navy and djring in 
British territory or in a British hospital, their Lordships are 
prepared to hand over his effects to the representative or Govern- 
ment of his nation on condition of reciprocal treatment as regards 
the effects of British seamen in Her Majesty's Navy dying in 
Swedish or other foreign territory or hospitals. 

The Lords of the Admiralty regret that they are unable to 
extend this arrangement to meet the case, supposing one to arise, 
of a foreign seaman having served in Her Britannic Majesty's 
Navy leaving at his decease assets payable by the Board of 
Admiralty, as an existing Act of Parliament* renders it illegal so 
to dispose of property accrued to a deceased seaman in respect of 
such service. 

In the case, however, where the deceased seaman belonged to 
the Merchant Service, the Lords of the Committee of Privy Council 
for Trade will be prepared to hand over to the Swedish Mission, 
or to such other authority as may be indicated by the Swedish 
Gk)vernment, without probate or letters of administration, the 
money and efiects of Swedish seamen when the value does not 
exceed 50/., which may have been delivered to the Board of Trade 
under the provisions of the Merchant Shipping Act. 

The arrangement thus proposed will apply in the case of the 
Merchant Navy to the property of deceased seamen as above set 
forth, whether those seamen died on shipboard or within the 
territories of the respective Sovereigns. 

The undersigned, in now communicating to Baron Hochschild 
the terms of the arrangement thus proposed, has only to add that 
so far as this country is concerned it will come into operation as 
soon as the concurrence of the Swedish Government is notified to 
Her Majesty's Government.

Declaration between Great Britain and Denmark, relative 
to the Disposal of the Estates of Deceased Seamen of 
the two Nations. — Signed at London, April 11, 1877. 

The Government of Her Majesty the Queen of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and the Government of His 
Majesty the King of Denmark, being desirous to make arrange- 
ments as to the disposal of the estates of deceased seamen of the 
two nations in certain cases, the undersigned, duly authorised to 
that effect, have agreed as follows : — 

Article I. 
If any British seaman dies on board a Danish ship, or whilst 
serving on board a Danish ship within Danish territory ; or if, on 
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the other hand, any Danish seaman dies on board a British vessel, 
or whilst serving on board a British vessel within British territory, 
the Governments of Denmark and of Great Biitain respectively 
shall provide as far as possible for the protection, without loss oi 
injury, of any estate belonging to such deceased seaman. 

In the case of a British seaman dying as aforesaid, the Danish 
Government shall cause the estate, if not exceeding 50/. in value, 
to be delivered, as soon as possible after the decease, to the British 
Consul at the Danish port where the decease occurs ; or if the 
decease does not occur at a Danish port, but on Danish territory, 
to the British Consul nearest to the place where such decease 
occurs, or where the estate may be ; or if such decease occurs at 
sea on board a Danish vessel, to the British Consul at the first 
Danish port at which the vessel arrives after such decease. 

In the case of a Danish seaman dying, as aforesaid, his estate, 
if not exceeding 50/. in value, shall, subject to the provision con- 
tained in Article II., be delivered by the British Gk)vernment, as 
soon as possible, to the Danish Consul of the district to which 
the vessel may belong. 

When the estate exceeds 50/. in value, in the event of there 
being no person at hand who, within the period of six months,, 
proves to be rightfully entitled to administer to the estate of the 
deceased seaman, the Consuls-General or Consuls of either State 
in whose jurisdiction such decease shall; take place, shall, subject 
to the provision contained in Article II., have the power to take 
possession of and administer to the estate of such deceased seaman. 

If any British seaman, whilst serving on board a Danish ship, 
dies within British territory ; or if, on the other hand, any Danish 
seaman, whilst serving on board a British ship, dies within Danish 
territory, — then the estate (if any) belonging to such deceased 
seaman shall, af^er deducting the expenses incurred, be paid over 
to the nearest Consul of the nation to which the ship belongs, in 
order that he may cause it to be, under observation of the afore- 
said regulations, delivered to the competent authority in th 
country of the deceased seaman. 

In the event of a seaman of one nation serving on board a ship 
of the other nation, and dying in the territory of a third nation, 
any estate of such deceased seaman (which may have been 
received by the Consul at the port where such death may have 
taken place of the nation to which the ship belongs) shall, after 
U 50031. K 
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deducting the expenses incurred, be paid over to the Consul of the 
other nation at the same port. 

In cases where a deceased seaman has signed articles either as a 
Danish or as a British subject, as the case may be, but the 
Government into whose possession his estate comes is not satisfied 
of his nationality, that Government shall equally protect his 
estate and shall send an account of it, and its value, and of all 
information in the possession of that Government relating to the 
deceased, to the other Government as soon as possible, and shall 
deliver the estate to the other Government immediately on 
receiving its assurance that there is no doubt that the deceased 
was a subject of it. 

Abticle IL 

If the deceased shall have sei-ved in the Royal Navy of Great 
Britain, any assets which may be payable by the British Admiralty 
shall be dealt with according to the law of Great Britain. 

Abticle 111, 

The term ** seaman " in this Declaration includes every person 
(except masters and pilots) employed or engaged in any capacity 
on board any merchant ship, or who has been so employed or 
engaged within six months before his death, and every person 
(not being a commissioned, warrant, or subordinate officer, or 
assistant engineer) borne on the books of, or forming part of the 
complement of any public ship of war. 

The term " estate " includes all " property, wages due, money, 
and other effects " left by a deceased seaman on board a ship. 

The term " Consul " includes Consul- General, Consul, and 
Vice-Consul, and every person for the time }>eing discharging the 
duties of Consul-General, Consul, or Vice-Consul.

The Government of Her Majesty the Queen of the United

Article I. 

If any British seaman dies on board an Italian ship, or whilst 
serving on board an Italian ship within Italian territory ; or if, on 
the other hand, any Italian seaman dies on board a British vessel, 
or whilst serving on board a British vessel within British territory, 
the Governments of Italy and of Great Britain respectively shall 
provide as far as possible for the protection, without loss or injury, 
of any money or effects belonging to such deceased seaman. 

In the case of a British seaman dying as aforesaid, the Italian 
Government shall cause the property, if not exceeding 50/. in 
value, to be delivered, as soon as possible after the decease, to the

When the property exceeds 50/. in value it shall, subject to the 
provision contained in Article II., be paid to the legal represea-

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tative of the deceased accordlDg to the law of the nation of the 
ship or territory where the property is at the time of the decease. 
In cases where a deceased seaman has signed articles either as 
an Italian or as a British subject^ as the case may be, but the 
Grovernment into whose possession his effects come is not satisfied 
of his nationality, that Government shall equally protect his pro- 
perty, and shall send an account of it, and its ralue, and of all 
information in the possession of that Government relating to the 
deceased, to the other Government as soon as possible, and shall 
deliver the property to the other Government immediately on 
receiving its assurance that there is no doubt that the deceased 
was a subject of it. 

Article II. 

If the deceased shall have served in the Boyal Navy of Great 
Britain, any assets which may be payable by the British Admu^alty 
shall be dealt with according to the law of Great Britain. 

Article III. 

The term " seaman " in this Declaration includes every person 
(except masters and pilots) employed or engaged in any capacity 
on board any merchant-ship, or who has been so employed or 
engaged within six months before his death, and every person 
(not being a commissioned, warrant, or subordinate ofiicer, or 
assistant engineer) borne on the books of, or forming part of the 
complement of any public ship of war. 

The term "Consul" includes Consul- Greneral, Consul, Vice- 
Consul, and Consular Agent, and every person for the time being 
discharging the duties of Consul-General, Consul, Vice-Consul, 
or Consular Agent. 

In witness whereof the undersigned have signed the present 
Declaration, which shall come immediately into operation, and 
have affixed thereto the seal of their arms.

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DfiOL^SATiON between Great Britain and Eussia relative to the 
Disposal of the Estates of Deceased Seamen of the Two 
Nations. 

Signed at London^ August 9, 1880. 

The Government of Her Majesty the Queen of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and the Government of 
His Majesty the Emperor of all the Russias, having judged it 
expedient to make arrangements for the disposal of the estates of 
seamen, being subjects of the one State, who shall die on board a 
ship or on the territory of the other State, have agreed as 
follows :— 

Article I. 

The estate of any Russian or Finnish seaman who shall die, 
either on board a British ship or at any place within British 
territory, shall, if not exceeding fifty pounds sterling (50/.) in 
value, be delivered to the Russian Consul-General in London 
without being subject to any of the foimalities usually required by 
English law on succession to property. 

On the other hand, the estate of any British seaman who shall 
die, either on board a Russian or Finnish ship, or within Russian 
territory^ if not exceeding three hundred and fifty silver roubles 
(350 roubles) shall be delivered to the nearest British Consul 
without undergoing any of the forms usually required by Russian 
or Finnish law on succession to property. 

Article IT. 

If the deceased, a Russian subject, shall have served in the 
Royal Navy of Great Britain, any assets which may be payable by 
the British Admiralty shall be dealt with according to the law of 
Great Britain. 

On the other hand, if the deceased, a British subject, shall have 
served in the Imperial navy of Russia, any assets which may be 
payable by the Russian authorities shall be dealt with according 
to Russian law. 

Article III. 
The term '' seaman " in this Declaration includes every person 
(except masters and pilots) employed or engaged in any capacity 
on board any merchant ship, or who has been so employed or 
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eugSLged within six months before his death, and ev<^ person, 
not being a commissioned, warrant, or subordinate officer, or assis- 
tant engineer, borne on the books of, or forming part of the 
complement of, anj public ship of war. 

The term " estate " includes all " property, wages due, money, 
and other e£fect8 " left by a deceased seaman on board a ship. 
^ The term " Consul " includes Consul-General, Consul, Vice- 
Consul, and every person for the time being discharging the duties 
of Consul-General, Consul, or Vice-Consul. 

Abtiglb IV, 

The present Declaration shall be concluded for a term of three 
years, to date from the day of its signature. At the expiration of 
this term and of each successive term of three years it shall be 
continued for a further term of three years, unless one of the High 
Contracting Parties shall give notice for its termination one year 
before the expiration of any such term of three years.

Austria. 

Treaty of Navigation between Great Britain and Austria, signed 
at Vienna, 30th April 1868. 

Article IV. The Consuls-Greneral, Consuls, Vice-Consuls, and 
Consular Agents of each of the Contracting Parties residing in 
the dominions and possessions of the other, shall receive from the 
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Local Authorities such assistance as can by law be given to them 
for the recovery of deserters from the vessels of their respective 
countries. 

Belgium. 

Treaty of Commerce and Navigation between Great Britain and 
Belgium, signed at London, 28rd July 1862. 

Protocol of Conference, London, 23rd July 1862. 

The Plenipotentiaries of Her Britannic Majesty, and of His

Britain and Chile, signed at Santiago, 4th October 1854. 

Article XIII. It is agreed and covenanted between the High 
Contracting Parties, that they will afford every aid consistent with 
the laws of their respective countries for the apprehension and 
surrender of deserters from the naval and military, or from tlie 
merchant service of either country, on application being made 
to that effect by the Consul of the party concerned, and on it being 
proved by the register of the vessel, the list of the crew, or other 
similar documents that the said deserters formed part of the crew 
of the said vessel, and that they had deserted from vessels in the 
ports, coasts, or waters of the country before whose authorities 
they are claimed. 

With respect to the detention of deserters in the public prisons 
and the time they ought to remain under the control of the 
Local Authorities, when appi^hended, in order that they may be 
placed at the disposal of the Consul who claims them, and be sent 
on board vessels of their nation, the rules established by the laws 
of each courftry respectively shall be observed ; and during such 
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time as there shall be no special laws enacted on the subject in 
the Eepublic of Chile, the Local Authorities sliall grant in this 
respect the same co-operation which in like cases is afforded by 
the British Authorities according to the laws of Great Britain. 

And it is further agreed, that any other favour or facility with 
respect to the recovery of deserters which either of the Contracting 
Parties has granted, or may hereafter grant, to any other State 
shall also be granted to the other Contracting Paity, in the same 
manner as if such favour or facility had, been expressly stipulated 
by the present Treaty.

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His Majesty the Emperor of the French, being desirousy for the 
benefit of British and French commerce, to&cilitatethe discovery, 
apprehension, and surrender of seamen who may desert from mer- 
chant vessels of the two Countries, on the basis of a full and entire 
reciprocity, have agreed as follows : — 

It is mutually agreed that if any seamen or apprentices, not 
being slaves, should desert from any ship belonging to a subject 
of either of the Contracting Parties, vnthin any port in the 
territories, or in the Possessions or Colonies of the other Con- 
tracting Party, the authorities of such port and territory. Pos- 
session, or Colony, shall be bound to give every assistance in 
their power for the apprehension and sending on board of such 
deserters, on application to that effect being made to them by the 
Consul of the Country to which the ship of the deserter may 
belong, or by the deputy or representative of the Consul. 

It is understood that the preceding stipulations shall not apply 
to subjects of the country where the desertion shall take place. 

Each party reserves to itself the right of terminating this agree- 
ment at any time, on giving to the other a year's notice of its wish 
to that effect. 

Germany. 

The Agreement between the Governments of Great Britain and 
Germany, relative to Merchant Seamen Deserters, dated London, 
5th November 1879, is similar to that concluded between Great 
Britain and France.

whatever shall protect or harbour such deserters.

Treaty of Friendship, Commerce, and Navigation, between Great 
Britain and Peru, signed at London, 10th April 1850. 

Article X. Each of the two ContractiDg Parties agrees that 
it will not knowingly receive into or retain in its service any 
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In like manner, any British offenders resident or trading in 
Siarn, who may desert, or escape to, hide themselves in Siamese 
territory, shall be apprehended and delivered over to the British 
Consul, on his requisition. Chinese, not able to prove themselves 
to be British mibjects, shall not be considered as such by the 
British Consul, nor be entitled to his protection.

Decree of the Queen of Spain, relative to the reciprocal Arrest 
and Delivery of Seamen Deserters from British and Spanish 
Merchant Vessels, Madrid, 19th April 1860, in which was 
enclosed the following Declaration : 

Declaration. 

The undersigned Minister Plenipotentiary of Her Catholic 
Majesty has been instructed to make the following Declaration : 

" The Consuls-Generals, Consuls, and Vice- Consuls of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, residing in Spain 
and her Possessions, have the power to arrest and send, either on 
board their ships, or to their respective countries, the individuals 
of the crew of British Merchant Vessels who shall have deserted 
from such vessels ; assistance is, therefore, to be rendered to that 
effect by all competent Local Authorities, after it has been proved 
by the rolls of registration, or any other authentic document, that 
the individuals thus reclaimed form a part of such a crew." 

After the production of such evidence, the surrender can no 
longer be denied, and all possible aid and power is, therefore, to 
be rendered to the British Consuls and Vice-Consuls for the 
discovery of such deserters. 

Should any such deserters have besides committed some crime 
on land, his delivery may then be drferred by the Local Autho- 
rities until he has stood his trial before the competent tribunal, 
and undergone the sentence pronounced against him. But this 
declaration does not apply to such seamen as are Spanish subjects, 
and have not been naturalised abroad. 

The Spanish Government promises to give to this declaration 
the force of an international law.

by Act 15 Vict. c. 26, enabling Her Majesty, by Order in 
Council, to declare that deseiters from foreign ships may be 
apprehended and given up, due facilities, on the basis of re- 
ciprocity, will be afforded by His Swedish and Norwegian 
Majesty's Government for recovering and apprehending seamen 
deserting from British Merchant Ships in the territories of 
Sweden and Norway.

Should sailors or others belonging to a British 
ship of war or merchant vessel desert and take refuge on shore

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Highness the Saltan of Zanzibar shall, upon request of a Consular 
Official or in his absence of the captain of the ship, take the 
necessary steps in order to have them arrested and delivered over 
to the Consular Official or to the captain. 

In this, however, the Consular Officer and captain shall render 
every assistance. 

So also the authorities of His Highness the Sultan, in case 
of men deserting from ships of His Highness the Sultan, 
or of his subjects, and who have taken refuge on board of a 
British vessel in harbour or in the house of a British subject on 
shore in Zanzibar, may apply to a British Consular Official or, in 
his absence, to the captain or house occupant, who, unless there 
is reason to the contrary, shall take the necessary steps to cause 
them to quit the vessel or premises for the purpose of being 
returned to the captain or the Sultan's authorities.
